fir  ft  in  Spain  about  the  Year  1610,  to  have 
fpread  from  thence  to  Malta ,  Sicily ,  Otranto , 
Apulia y  Calabria ,  and  the  Campagnia ,  in 
the  Space  of  a  few  Years;  and  to  have  broke 
out  at  Naples  in  1618,  where  it  continued 
upwards  of  20  Years  ravaging  the  different 
Parts  of  that  Kingdom  ( c ). 

It  is  not  certainly  known  how  much  longer 
it  remained  in  thefe  Countries,  or  to  what 
others  it  was  communicated  at  that  time,  its 
Declenfion  being  as  obfcure  as  the  Caufes  it 
fprung  from.  That  it  wholly  difappeared  in 
thefe  Parts,  foon  after  the  Time  above-men¬ 
tioned,  feems  probable,  from  the  Silence  of 
thofe  Phyficians,  who  have  publifhed  their 
Obfervations  made  in  the  Places,  which  had 
lb  feverely  felt  the  Effects  of  this  Diftemper. 

Several  Writers,  as  JVierus  (d),  Forrejlus  (e)> 
Ramazzini  (f)y  and  others,  take  notice  of 
epidemic  Affections  of  the  Throat,  in  fome 
reipects  refembling  the  Difeafe  here  defcribed; 
but  a  little  Attention  to  the  Symptoms  of  each,

between  them.  The  fame  I  think  may  be  faid 
of  the  Sore  Throat  and  Scarlet  Fever,  which 
(hewed  itfelf  at  Edinburgh  in  173  3  (s)* 

TourJiefort ,  in  his  Voyage  to  the  Levant  (h)y 
feems  to  have  met  with  this  Difeafe  in  the 
Iflands  of  the  Archipelago  ;  at  leaft  fo  far  as 
one  can  judge  from  the  imperfedt  Defcription 
we  have  of  it.  His  Account  is  as  follows. 

Cl  When  we  were  in  this  Ifland  ( Milo ) 
IC  there  raged  a  terrible  Diflemper,  not  un- 
<c  common  in  the  Levant:  It  carries  off  Chil- 
<c  dren  in  twice  24  Hours:  It  is  a  Carbuncle 
*c  or  Plague-Sore  in  the  Bottom  of  the  Throat, 
“  attended  with  a  violent  Fever.  This  Ma- 
*  lady,  which  may  be  called  the  Child's 
“  Plague,  is  epidemical,  tho’  it  fpares  adult 
Cc  People.  The  beft  way  to  check  the  Pro- 
(c  grels  of  it,  is  to  vomit  the  Child  the  Mo- 
tl  ment  he  is  perceived  to  grow  heavy-headed. 
<c  This  Remedy  muft  be  repeated,  according 
u  as  there  is  Occafion,  in  order  to  evacuate 
a  a  fort  of  Aqua  fort  is,  that  difeharges  itfelf 
<c  on  the  Throat.  It  is  neceffary  to  fupport 
a  the  Circulation  of  the  Juices,  and  the

This  Account  does  not  difagree  in  general 
with  that  which  has  been  left  us  of  the  Mor¬ 
ins  flrangulatorius ;  only  he  is  lingular  in  af- 
ferting  it  to  arife  from  a  kind  of  Aqua  fortis 
difcharged  upon  the  Parts:  But  his  favourite 
Study  had  engroffed  his  Attention,  and  to  this 
we  mu  ft  impute  both  the  prefent  Miftake, 
and  his  Want  of  Accuracy  and  Precifion  too 
frequently,  when  he  treats  upon  medical  Sub- 
jedts. 

When  it  firft  broke  out  in  the  Countries 
above-mentioned,  it  foon  engaged  the  Phy- 
ficians  of  thofe  Times,  as  well  to  obferve  its 
Nature,  Effedts,  and  whatever  might  con- 
tribute  to  its  Cure,  as  to  vindicate  their  re- 
fpedtive  Syftems  and  Opinions  ;  and  out  of 
fuch  of  the  Tradts  then  published  as  I  have 
had  an  Opportunity  of  perufing,  the  follow¬ 
ing  Account  of  it,  as  it  appeared  at  that  time, 
has  been  collected. 


Ludovicus 
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Ludovicus  Mercatus ,  Phyfician  to  Philip 
II.  and  III.  Kings  of  Spain ,  among  his  Con¬ 
futations,  publifhed  in  Tome  V.  of  his  Works 
(tfj,  has  one  upon  this  Difeafe  ( b ):  He  men¬ 
tions  it  as  a  Calamity  which  had  but  newly 
appeared,  and  at  that  time  affedted  feveral 
Provinces  and  Cities  of  that  Kingdom :  He 
has  related  only  one  Cafe  j  but,  in  comment¬ 
ing  upon  it,  according  to  the  Method  of 
writing  on  Difeafes  then  in  Ufe,  he  takes 
notice  of  feveral  Circumftances  relative  to  it, 
and  makes  fome  Obfervations  refpedting  the 
Cure,  which,  tho’  they  feem  to  have  been 
neglected  by  many  who  fucceeded  him,  Ex¬ 
perience  hath  fince  fhewn  to  be  juft ;  fome 
of  thefe  will  be  pointed  out  in  their  proper 
Places :  And,  confidering  that  he  wrote  very 
foon  after  the  Difbemper  broke  out,  the  Ap¬ 
probation  prefixed  to  this  Part  of  his  Work 
being  dated  in  1612,  they  are  a  Proof  of  his 
Attention  and  Sagacity. 

Johannes  Andreas  Sgambatus ,  a  Phyfician 
of  Naples ,  publifhed  a  Treatife  upon  this

dical  and  pretty  exad;  Hiftory  of  the  Sym¬ 
ptoms,  and  Method  of  Cure  both  general  and 
topical,  together  with  a  fummary  View  of 
the  Difputes,  which  at  that  time  were  ma¬ 
naged  with  fufficient  Heat  and  Acrimony, 
in  relation  to  its  Name,  Caufe,  and  Nature; 
about  which  they  were  as  much  divided 
as  they  were  about  the  Method  of  Cure ; 
each  Party  appealing  to  Hippocrates ,  Galen , 
Avicenna ,  &c.  for  the  Support  of  their 
Opinions  concerning  a  Difeafe,  which  it  is 
not  certain  that  thole  whom  they  appeal  to 
ever  faw. 

Johannes  Baptifta  Corte fins ,  in  his  Mifcel - 
lane  a  medica  (kj,  takes  notice  of  this  Difeafe, 
and  defcribes  its  principal  Symptoms,  in  a  Let¬ 
ter  to  Jo.  Anton.  Anguilloni ,  Phyfician  in  chief 
to  the  Maltefe  Gallies.  He  considers  it  indeed 
as  a  different  Diftemper  from  that  which  in- 
fefted  Naples ,  and  other  Parts  of  Italy ;  tho’, 
from  his  own  Account  of  it,  there  appears  little

Reafon  to  queftion  its  being  the  fame.  He 
feems  to  have  been  led  into  this  Miflake,  by 
confidering  the  Diieafe  he  treats  of,  as  conta¬ 
gious  only  in  a  certain  limited  Senfe,  whilft 
the  Italians ,  as  fome  of  the  Spaniards  had 
alfo  done,  declared  theirs  to  be  peftilential 
and  contagious  without  Reftridtion.  He  al¬ 
lows,  that  the  Breath  of  a  Perfon  affe&ed 
might  convey  the  contagious  Effluvia  to  an¬ 
other  near  at  hand  ;  and  gives  an  Inftance  of 
one  who  got  the  Difeafe,  and  died  of  it,  by 
trying,  at  his  Friend's  Requeft,  who  then 
laboured  under  this  Difeafe,  if  his  Breath  was 
affedted  (l) :  for  from  this  Cir cum  fiance  they 
gueffed  at  the  Degree  of  Danger  attending 
them.

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In  1636,  'Mtius  Cletus,  of  Signia  in  Italy, 
publifhed  his  Treatife  ‘fDe  morbo  ftrangula- 
torio  (m).  He  mentions  fome  Fadfs  relating 
to  it,  that  had  efcaped  Sgambatus  and  Corte - 
fius ,  which  will  be  taken  notice  of  hereafter. 

Marcus  Aurelius  Severinus ,  Profeflor  of 
Anatomy  and  Surgery,  and  Phyfician  to  the 
Hofpital  of  Incurables  at  Naples ,  wrote  a 
Dillertation  upon  this  DHeafe,  under  the  Title 
of  Predanchone  Loi modes,  Jeu  de  pejlilente  ac 
prgfocante  Pueros  AbJ'ceJJu  >  and  annexed  it 
to  the  fecond  Edition  of  his  Book  Pde  recon - 
dita  Abfcejjuum  Natura ,  which  was  printed 
in  1643  (r).  From  a  Perfon  of  his  Capacity, 
and  furnifhed  with  the  beft  Opportunities  of 
feeing  the  Difeafe  in  every  Stage  and  Condi¬ 
tion,  we  might  reafonably  have  expe&ed  fuch 
Obfervations  as  would  enable  one  to  form  a 
juft  Idea  of  this  Diftemper;  but  we  meet  with 
little  of  this  kind  in  his  Performance.  He 
has  indeed  mentioned  fome  Circumftances  re-

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relating  to  its  Hiftory,  not  taken  notice  of  by 
the  other  Writers  I  have  feen,  and  his  Method 
of  Cure  is  different  from  the  reft  ;  but  he  re¬ 
fers  us  to  others  for  an  Account  of  the  Sym¬ 
ptoms,  and  contents  himfelf  with  reciting  and 
commenting  upon  Aretceus  s  Defcription  of 
the  Ulcer  a  Syriaca ,  which  he  takes  for  granted 
to  have  been  the  fame  with  the  Difeafe  which 
at  that  time  \  n  fie  Red  Naples  ;  tho’  very  pro¬ 
bably  without  fufficient  Reafon. 

Petrus  Michael  de  Heredia ,  Phyfician  to 
Philip  IV.  King  of  Spain ,  in  his  if  put  at  to¬ 
nes  de  Morbis  a  cutis ,  treats  of  this  Difeafe 
e^prelsly  in  feveral  Chapters  under  the  Title 
of  Angina  Maligna .  His  Hiftory  of  the 
Symptoms  contains  feveral  Circumftances 
which  were  not  taken  notice  of  by  any  other 
Writer  I  have  leen  ;  fo  that  though  he  was 
probably  among  the  laft  of  the  Spanijh 
Phyficians,  who  wrote  upon  this  Subjed, 
yet  the  Diligence  of  his  PredecefTors  had 
not  wholly  exhaufted  it.  In  the  fecond 
Edition  of  Pleredias,  Works,,  which  was 
that  I  made  ufe  of  (o),  nothing  appears 
whereby  to  afeertain  the  Time  exactly  when 
he  wrote  his  Account;  but  as  he  mentions 
the  Polyanthea  of  P)e  la  Parrat  which,  ac-

is  plain  that  he  mud  have  written  after  this 
Time. 

One  might  judly  expedl  fome  curious  Ob- 
fervations  upon  this  Difeaie,  from  a  Perfon  lo 
well  qualified  for  it  as  ' Thomas  Bartholine : 
He  was  in  Italy  whilft  it  raged  there,  and, 
it  might  be  fuppofed,  would  be  attentive 
to  the  minuted  Circumdance  relating  to  it, 
and  be  inquifitive  enough  to  know  what  Men 
of  Character  had  faid  upon  it.  But  the  Trea- 
tife  which  he  wrote  upon  this  Difeafe,  and 
publifhed  in  1646  (0),  contains  lb  little  to  the 
Purpofe,  that  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  for 
what  End  it  was  written,  unlefs  to  compli¬ 
ment  his  Mader  Severinus ,  which  he  does 
very  liberally.  (/>).

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According  to  the  Accounts  which  have 
been  left  us  by  thefe  Authors,  it  appears,  that 
the  Difeafe  which  they  defcribe  was  ex¬ 
tremely  malignant,  and  moft  particularly 
fatal  to  Children ;  tho’  Adults,  if  they  were 
much  converfant  about  the  Sick,  were  very 
often  feized  with  it  *  yet  more  of  thefe  reco- 
vered  in  proportion  than  of  Children  ;  and  it 
was  obferved,  that  more  Boys  got  well  thro* 
the  Difeafe  than  Girls :  Some  thought,  that 
fuch  of  this  Sex  as  had  black  Eyes  fuffered 
more  from  it  than  others. 

As  it  was  fometimes  obferved  to  carry  off 
whole  Families  together,  and  to  fpreacl  to 
thofe  Places  firft,  between  which  and  the 
Countries  affecfted  by  it  the  Communication 
was  moft  frequent  ;  and  alfo  that  Children, 
fent  away  from  the  Towns  where  it  r2ged,

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in  order  to  avoid  it,  efcaped  whilft  they  were 
kept  at  a  Diftance,  but  had  it  on  their  Return, 
if  the  Difeafe  was  not  extinguifhed  ;  it  was 
almoft  univerfally  allowed  to  be  conta¬ 
gious  (o). 

Thofe  who  were  feized  with  it,  firfl  com¬ 
plained  of  a  Pain  or  Sorenefs  in  the  Throat, 
with  a  Stiffnefs  of  the  Neck,  an  Uneafinefs  on 
moving  it,  as  if  a  Cord  was  twitted  about  it,  a 
Difficulty  in  fwallowing,  and  frequently  in 
breathing  alfo,  with  a  difagreeable  fetid  Smell 
and  Tafte.  On  Infpe&ion,  the  Uvula ,  the 
Tonfils ,  Pharynx ,  and  the  whole  Fauces ,  ap¬ 
peared  of  a  remarkably  florid  red  Colour, 
like  that  attending  an  Eryfipelas :  This  Co¬ 
lour  was  not  uniformly  intenle,  but  lome Parts 
feemed  to  be  of  a  deeper  Dye  than  others. 
The  Parts  above-mentioned  were  fwelled  more 
or  lefs,  tho’  not  always  fo  much  as  to  affedt 
Refpiration,  as  in  a  common  Angina . 

If  the  Attack  was  violent,  they  had  an 
extreme  Difficulty  in  breathing,  and  alfo  in 
fwallowing,  with  a  kind  of  compreflive  Pain 
and  Straitnefs  of  the  Breaft  and  Back,  a  Red- 
nefs  of  the  whole  Face  and  Neck,  great 
JJeat  of  all  the  Parts  affedted,  the  Voice  much

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injured,  an  unquenchable  Third,  and  the 
Patient  feemingly  in  Danger  of  being  choaked 
(q).  In  fome,  the  Swelling  and  Ulcers  of 
the  Fauces  were  apparent  upon  looking  into 
the  Mouth ;  in  others,  nothing  could  be 
fetn,  but  a  mod  offenfive  putrid  Smell  was 
perceivable.  A  Fever  came  on  with  the 
other  Symptoms,  and  was  frequently  ac¬ 
companied  with  fmall  Pimples  and  Eruptions 
like  Flea-bites.  In  very  bad  Cafes,  this  Fe¬ 
ver,  which  Mercatus  calls  a  mod  malignant 
one  (r),  did  not  always  difcover  its  Violence 
or  Malignity  at  fird  ;  but  it  was  not  the  lefs 
formidable  on  this  Account  (i). 

On  the  fame  Day,  or  the  Day  following, 
fuch  Parts  of  the  Fauces  as  at  fird  feemed  to 
be  of  a  deeper  Colour  than  the  red,  turned 
white,  afh-coloured,  or  black ;  this  was  not

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occafioned  by  any  Cruft  or  Matter  fuperin- 
duced  upon  the  Parts,  but  proceeded  from  a 
gangrenous  Colliquation  of  them,  the  Sub- 
ftance  itfelf  being  mortified. 

The  Voice  was  hoarfe  and  obfcure ;  not  as 
in  a  common  Cold,  but  as  it  is  in  thofe  Peo¬ 
ple  who  have  venereal  Ulcers  in  the  Throat: 
So  that,  from  this  Affection  of  the  Voice  alone, 
feme  were  able  toguefs  at  the  Difeafe  (/). 

The  Neck  and  Throat  foon  after  began  to 
fwell  externally  5  the  Tumour  was  of  a  foft 
cedematous  kind,  and  increafed  in  Magni¬ 
tude  as  the  Difeafe  advanced.  All  the  Sym¬ 
ptoms  were  aggravated  during  the  Night. 
If  the  Patients  had  any  Interval  of  Quiet,  it 
was  commonly  in  the  Day-time  ( u ).  About 
the  fourth  Day  this  Tumour  was  generally 
grown  very  large,  and  the  white  Places  in  the 
Fauces  began  to  turn  black ;  a  putrid  corro- 
five  Sanies  was  difeharged  by  the  Mouth  and 
Noftrils  (w) ;  the  Breath  grew  extremely  offen-

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five  5  Refpiration,  if  hitherto  not  much  af¬ 
fected,  now  became  difficult,  and  the  Patient 
expired  in  a  very  fhort  time. 

Tho’  this  was  the  common  Progrefs  of 
the  Difeafe,  where  it  terminated  unhappily, 
yet  it  often  varied  from  this  Type,  and  was 
attended  with  very  different  Symptoms. 
Some  had  an  extreme  difficulty  of  breathing 
almoft  from  the  firft ;  fome  had  a  violent 
Cough  ;  fome  were  comatous ;  others  had  a 
Delirium  ;  fome  died  in  a  lethargic  Stupor ; 
others  bled  to  Death  at  the  Nofe  ;  whilft 
others  again  had  none  of  thefe  Symptoms, 
but  were  carried  off  fuddenly  by  an  inftan- 
taneous  Suffocation.  The  Oefophagus  in  fome 
was  fphacelated  down  to  the  Stomach ;  the 
AJ'pera  Arteria ,  in  others,  to  the  Lungs:  As 
thefe  could  only  breathe  in  an  ereCt  Pofition; 
fo  thofe  could  fwallow  nothing  when  the 
Parts  were  fo  affeCted.  The  Noftrils  dif- 
\  charged  a  fetid  Ichor,  fometimes  mixed  with 
Blood. ;  and  fometimes  Blood  alone,  with¬ 
out  Mixture.  This  Bleeding  at  the  Nole 
feemed  at  firft,  in  one  Cafe,  to  give  Relief ; 
but  the  Patient  loon  after  died  (x).  Mercatus 
relates  an  Inftance  of  a  Child  that  had  the 
Diieafe,  in  which  the  Acrimony  of  the  Hu¬ 
mour  diicharged  from  the  Ulcers  was  fo  great

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as  Co  inflame  the  Nurfe's  Bread,  and  brought 
on  a  Mortification.  He  alfo  tells  us,  that  the 
Father  of  the  Child  whofe  Cafe  is  defcribed 
above,  having  frequently  put  his  Finger  in  the 
Child’s  Mouth,  to  draw  out  the  vifcid 
Phlegm,  had  his  Finger  inflamed,  and  was 
feized  with  the  fame  Didemper  (y) 

Thefe  were  the  Symptoms  in  general,  and 
they  judged  of  the  Event  by  the  Mildnefs  of 
their  Progrefs,  or  the  contrary :  Tho’  it  was 
agreed,  that  nothing  could  be  more  fallacious 
than  this  Difeafe ;  and  that  the  mod:  Expe¬ 
rienced  were  often  deceived  in  their  Pro- 
gnodic. 

If  the  Rednefs  of  the  Fauces  above-de- 
fcribed,  which  appeared  at  the  firft  being 
feized,  was  fucceeded  by  an  Ulceration, 
without  any  of  that  Whitenefs  (which  for 
the  future  I  /hall  call  Sloughs),  if  the  Swell¬ 
ing  about  the  Neck  and  Throat  was  not 
large,  if  the  Patient  dicharged  by  the  Mouth

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confiderable  Quantities  of  thin  pituitous 
Matter,  if  the  Breath  was  not  fetid,  and 
the  Patient  had  no  Difguft  to  his  Food,  if 
the  Eyes  retained  their  proper  Luftre,  all  was 
judged  to  be  fecure. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  the  Luftre  of  the 
Eyes  was  coiffiderably  faded  (2;),  if  the  ex¬ 
ternal  cedematous  Tumour  was  very  large,  if 
the  Breath  ftunk,  if  the  Fauces  were  livid  or 
black,  with  a  Coma  or  Delirium ,  if  with  thefe 
the  Patient  had  an  Averfion  to  his  Nourifh- 
ment,  and  his  Breathing  became  difficult  or 
*  laborious,  the  Danger  was  judged  to  be  ex¬ 
treme. 

It  was  not  obferved  that  the  Difeafe  had 
any  ftated  Critis ;  or  that  the  Signs  of  Reco¬ 
very,  or  Death,  appeared  on  any  certain  Day. 
Some  died  on  the  firft,  others  on  the  fecond, 
third,  and  on  every  Day,  to  the  feventh;  tho’ 
the  greateft  Part  died  before  the  fourth  (a'). 
Thofe  who  furvived  the  fourteenth,  were 
thought  to  be  out  of  Danger,  at  leaft  from  the 
Difeafe  itfelf  (b) ;  though  iome  dropped  off

The  Confequences  of  this  Difeafe  were  of¬ 
ten  felt  a  lon^  time  after  it  had  ceafed  :  An 
exceffive  Languor  and  Weaknefs  continued 
for  many  Months;  and  the  Voice  or  Deglu¬ 
tition  was  frequently  affeCted,  fo  as  to  be  per¬ 
ceivable  in  fome  almoft  a  Year  after  ( b ). 

It  was  however  obferved,  that  notwith- 
ftanding  the  Difeafe  moft  frequently  was  ac¬ 
companied  with  Symptoms  of  peftilential  Ma¬ 
lignity,  yet  it  fometimes  appeared  with  a 
much  more  favourable  AfpeCl;  its  Prog  refs 
not  being  fo  quick,  nor  its  Symptoms  fo  vio¬ 
lent  and  dangerous,  as  hath  here  been  de¬ 
ferred  to  be  the  Cafe  in  general  ( c ).  At  its 
fir  ft  breaking  out  in  any  Place  it  was  commonly 
the  moft  fevere ;  it  then  fpared  no  Age  or 
Sex,  but  fwept  oft  Adults  together  with  In¬ 
fants  [d)\  By  degrees  it  became  lefs  violent, 
and  at  length  either  wholly  difappeared,  or  was 
of  fo  little  Confequence  as  to  be  disregarded.

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We  are  directed,  by  mod  of  the  Authors 
I  have  feen,  to  begin  the  Cure  of  this  Dif- 
temper,  whenever  we  are  called  in  Time, 
with  Evacuations,  the  chief  whereof  are 
Bleeding  and  Purging :  Which  of  the  two 
ought  to  precede  was  not  a  little  difputed  $ 
but  it  was  on  all  hands  agreed,  that  unlefs 
thefe  Remedies  were  very  early  applied,  as 
they  were  principally  ufeful  by  way  of  Revul- 
lion,  they  were  not  only  of  no  Advantage  to  the 
Patient,  but  highly  injurious  (e).  An  Obfer- 
vation  of  this  kind,  we  are  told  (J),  induced 
leveral  Phyficians  to  omit  Bleeding  intirely  ; 
and  it  was,  probably,  the  Reafon  why  thofe 
who  were  Friends  to  Venefedbipn  ordered 
it  more  fparingly  in  this,  than  in  mod  other

Severinus ,  who  was  by 
no  means  a  timid  Operator,  orders  from  four 
to  eight  Ounces  to  be  taken  away  ;  which, 
considering  the  common  Practice  in  thole 
Countries,  is  a  very  final  1  Quantity  (h). 

Some  not  only  gave  the  Precedence  to 
Purging,  but  imagined  it  alone  was  fu Sh¬ 
een  t  ;  alledging,  as  a  Reafon  for  it,  that 
fome  Children  had  recovered,  where  this 
Evacuation  only  had  been  employed ;  whilft 
Bleeding  had  been  injurious,  by  leffening 
the  Strength  (/).  Purging  was  however 
commonly  allowed  the  fecond  Place,  by 
thofe  who  were  Advocates  for  Bleeding,

They 
generally  made  ufe  of  Manna,  Rhubarb,  Sen¬ 
na,  Tamarinds,  Syrup  of  Rofes,  and  the  like, 
for  this  Purpofe.  But  it  was  always  incul¬ 
cated,  that,  in  directing  thefe  Evacuations, 
the  Patient’s  Strength  was  efpecially  to  be 
regarded  $  fince  whatever  diminished  this,  in 
the  End  was  undoubtedly  prejudicial  (/). 

Severinus  orders  an  antimonial  Vomit  to 
be  given  at  the  firft  Attack,  and  a  cooling 
gently  aftringent  Gargle  to  be  ufed  Night 
and  Day.  He  then  orders  a  Clyfter,  takes 
away  fome  Blood  from  the  Jugular,  and 
gives  from  xv  to  xxi  Grains  of  Bezoar  Mi¬ 
neral  twice  a  Day,  or  oftener,  as  Occafion 
requires,  with*  thin  diluting  Liquors,  in  or¬ 
der  to  raife  and  promote  a  moderate  Sweat, 
He  gives  five  or  fix  Grains  of  the  fame  Me¬ 
dicine  to  Children  at  the  Breaft,  and  com¬ 
mends  it  highly.  He  fcarifies  the  difcoloured 
Parts  in  the  Fauces ,  in  order  to  let  out  the 
corrofive  Virus ;  a  Practice,  which,  though 
it  was  recommended  by  the  Spaniards  [m)r

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was  dilliked  by  fome  of  the  moft  eminent 
It ali am  (n). 

Cupping,  with  Scarification,  was  univer- 
fally  approved,  and  commonly  pradlifed* 
Leeches  were  alfo  applied,  by  way  of  Re- 
vulfion,  to  different  Parts. 

Confiderable  Benefit  was  expedted  from 
Ligatures  made  on  the  Extremities,  and  from 
chafing  the  Limbs  with  the  Hand,  or  a  Cloth ; 
alfo  from  Cupping  without  Scarification  ;  ap¬ 
prehending  that  a  Revulfion  from  the  Parts 
afifedled  was  by  this  means  procured ;  and 
that  fome  Portion  of  the  morbific  Matter 
was  carried  off  by  the  Pores  of  the  Skin. 

Some  of  the  Spanijh  Phyficians  recom¬ 
mended  Yfeficatories  of  Cantharides ,  and  other 
acrid  or  cauftic  Subfiances,  to  be  laid  on 
each.  Side  the  Neck  ;  but  they  had  not  the 
fame  Opinion  of  their  Ufefulnefs,  when  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  Back  or  Shoulders :  Heredia  ex¬ 
prefly  tells  us,  that  he  had  feldora  found  any 
Benefit  from  them  ( o ) :  Neither  do  the  Ita¬ 
lian  Phyficians  feem  to  have  been  fond  of 
them  ;  the  Progrefs  of  the  Difeafe  was,  in 
their  Opinion,  too  fwift  to  admit  of  any

Relief  from  either  Cauftics  or  Veficatories 
(p)>  both  which  had  been  made  ufe  of  in 
Spain  ( q ). 

To  moderate  the  continual  and  malignant 
Fever,  which  accompanied  this  Difeafe  from 
the  firft,  and  which  was  thought  by  fome  to 
be  only  fymptomatical,  and  had  therefore 
the  laft  Place  in  their  Confideration  (r),  they 
had  recourfe  to  fuch  internal  Medicines  as 
were  deemed  cordial  and  alexipharmac.  Ar+ 
menian  Bole,  Bezoar  both  animal  and  mine¬ 
ral,  and,  according  to  the  Philofophy  of  thofe 
Times,  the  precious  Stones,  were  reckoned 
of  this  Clafs.  Of  vegetable  Produ&s,  the 
Juices  of  Citrons,  Lemons,  Oranges,  Pome¬ 
granates,  and  Sorrel ;  Vinegar,  the  Juice  and 
Decodtions  of  Borage,  Bugiofs,  Car  duns  Be- 
nediffus ,  Endive,  Scabious,  Scorzonera,  Scor- 
dium,  with  many  others  of  the  like  Nature, 
were  recommended.  But7 a  Decodlion  of  the 
Contrayerva  Root  was  in  the  higheft  Efteem 
in  this  Difeafe,  both  as  an  Alexipharmac  in 
general,  and  for  its  peculiar  Efficacy,  when 
applied  as  a  Gargle  3  to  which  Mercatus ,  from 
his  own  repeated  Obfervations,  gives  a  very 
ample  Teftimony  (s).  But

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But  as  they  found  from  Experience,  that 
no  regular  Crijis  or  Concodtion  of  the  Hu¬ 
mours  was  to  be  waited  for ;  that  no  Eva¬ 
cuations,  except  by  way  of  Revulfion,  after 
the  Accefs,  were  of  Ufe  ( t )  they  began  to 
confider  the  Dileafe  as  local,  as  a  particular 
( u )  morbid  Affedtion  of  the  Fauces ,  and  ap¬ 
plied  themfelves  chiefly  to  Topics,  without 
laying  much  Strels  on  Internals. 

In  this  Part  of  their  Diredtions  they  have 
therefore  been  more  explicit ;  and  fome  of 
them,  in  order  to  point  out  their  Applica¬ 
tions  with  more  Propriety,  have  divided  the 
Courfe  of  this  Difeafe  into  four  different  Pe¬ 
riods  ( x ), 

The  firft  they  called  the  State  of  Inflam¬ 
mation.  In  this,  mild  Repellents  were  thought 
neceflary ;  fuch  as  Vinegar  in  Barley-Water, 
Juice  of  the  Pomegranate,  Syrup  of  Rofes,  Mul¬ 
berries,  Purflain,  or  a  Decodtion  of  Barley,  red 
Rofes,  Liquorice,  and  Plantain;  to  two  Pounds 
of  which  were  added  Acet.  Rofar.  §j  fs.  Syr .

The  fecond  Stage  is  that  wherein  the  white 
Sloughs  begin  to  appear,  which  is  a  Step  to¬ 
wards  a  gangrenous  Colliquation.  In  this 
they  ordered  mild  Abftergents  and  Antiputref- 
cents  ,  fuch  as  a  Deception  of  Lupins,  Beans^ 
Vetches,  with  Honey  of  Rofes  (z/. 

The  third  is,  when  the  Ulcers  appear  foul 
and  fordid,  and  begin  to  look  black,  a  real 
Mortification  being  come  on,  fometimes  pene¬ 
trating  to  a  confiderable  Depth,  with  great  Pu¬ 
trefaction.  More  powerful  Aflringents  and 
Exficcants  were  requifite  in  this  Cafe  3  fuch  as 
Powder  of  Myrrh,  and  a  little  Alum  mixed 
with  Honey,  or  Honey  of  Rofes,  Bole  dif- 
folved  in  Treacle-Water ;  a  Solution  of  Un¬ 
guent  JEgyptiacum  in  Barley-Water  was 
alfo  much  in  Ufe  (a).  Alum,  Sulphur,  Cop¬ 
peras,  Verdigrife,  Oil  of  Vitriol,  Oil  of  Sul¬ 
phur,  Spirit  of  Salt  alone,  or  mixed,  or  di¬ 
luted  in  different  Liquors,  were  much  em¬ 
ployed,.  In  this  Cafe,  fometimes  the  acid

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Spirits  were  dextroufly  applied  to  the  Parts  af- 
feCted  by  means  of  an  armed  Probe  ;  but  they 
were  oftener  diluted  with  Syrup  or  Honey  of 
Roles,  and  in  Children  poured  into  the  Mouth. 

Tho’  many  had  recourfe  to  thefe  power¬ 
ful  Remedies,  and  even  to  Arfenic  itfelf,  yet 
the  mod;  Experienced  were  juftly  afraid,  that 
the  Ufe  of  luch  cauftic  and  acrimonious  Ap¬ 
plications  was  often  attended  with  pernicious 
Confequences,  both  to  Children  and  Adults; 
and  they  are  therefore,  with  good  Reafon, 
condemned  by  Merc  atm  (b). 

Neverthelefs  fome  went  fo  far  as  to  ad- 
vife  the  aCtual  Cautery,  if  the  potential  ones 
did  not  fucceed,  and  give  Directions  for  the 
Time  and  Manner  of  their  Application  (c) ; 
but  as  this  Operation  will  be  liable  to  all  the 
Objections  made  to  the  former,  to  have  men¬ 
tioned  it  will,  I  imagine,  be  thought  fufficient. 

ThoJ  the  Author  lait  quoted  advifes  us  to 
fcarify  the  black  or  livid  Crufts  or  Sloughs, 
yet  he  gives  us  a  Caution  not  to  tear  them 
off,  or  forcibly  leparate  them,  as  the  Confe¬ 
quences

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quences  would  be  an  Increafe  of  Pain,  and 
Inflammation  3  whence  the  Ulcers  would 
fpread,  and  at  the  lame  time  eat  deeper  (d). 

In  the  fourth  Stage  the  Putretadlion  is 
fuppofed  to  be  extinguished,  the  mortified 
Parts  calf  off,  and  an  Ulcer  only  remains. 
In  this  Cafe,  the  Fume  of  white  Amber 
thrown  on  live  Coal'',  and  received  into  the 
Mouth,  as  a  Suffitus ,  was  advifed  :  alio  the 
Vinum  Myrr kites ,  a  Decodtion  of  Guaiacum, 
Rofes,  Balau  (fines,  Pomegranate-Peels,  by 
way  of  Gargle  3  Medicines  that  were  fup¬ 
pofed  to  dry  with  fome  Degree  of  Aftrin- 
gency. 

Such  was  the  Appearance  of  the  Angina 
Maligna ,  or  ulcerated  Sore-Throat,  at  its  flrft 
being  taken  notice  of  in  Europe  3  and  luch 
were  the  Methods  of  treating  it  then  in  Ufe. 
In  this  Recital  I  have  been  the  more  prolix, 
inafmuch  as  the  Difeafe,  defcribed  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Pages,  is  the  fame  with  the  Angina 
Maligna  of  thefe  Writers,  with  whofe  Ex¬ 
perience  and  Oblervations  it  may  doubtlefs  be 
of  Ufe  to  us  to  be  acquainted.

CCORDING  to  the  Information  I 


have  received  from  feveral  eminent 


Perfons  of  the  Faculty,  it  was  in  the  Year 
1739,  that  a  Difeafe  was  firft  taken  notice  of, 
which  was  thought  to  be  the  Morbus  jlran- 
gulatorius ,  already  defcribed,  and  which  dif¬ 
fered  in  no  effential  Circumftance,  as  far  as 
I  can  learn,  from  the  Diftemper  which  is 
the  Subjedt  of  this  Treatife. 

The  hidden  Death  of  two  Children  in  a 
Family  of  Diflindtion,  and  of  fome  others 
near  the  fame  Part  of  the  Town,  whofe 
Complaints  had  chiefly  been  of  a  fore  Throat, 
feem  to  have  occafioned  this  Sufpicion  :  But 
as  veiy  few  Cafes  of  the  like  Nature  occurred 
after  thefe,  or,  if  they  happened^  palled  un- 
obferved,  little  mention  was  made  of  it  during 
fever  al  Years.. 


It 
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It  began  however  to  fhew  itfelf  again 
in  1742,  but  not  in  fo  general  a  Way  as  to 
render  it  the  Subjedt  of  much  public  Dif- 
courfe  ;  for  tho’  fuch  of  the  Faculty,  as  were 
in  the  mod  extenfive  Practice,  met  with  it 
now-and-then,  in  the  City  efpecially,  it  re¬ 
mained  unknown  to  the  greateft  Part  of 
Pra&itioners,  till  within  thefe  two  or  three 
Years,  in  which  Time  its  Appearance  hath 
been  more  frequent,  both  in  Town,  and  in 
the  Villages  adjacent. 

I  am  informed,  that  in  the  Winter  of 
1746,  fo  many  Children  died,  at  Bromley 
near  Bow  in  Middlefex ,  of  a  Difeafe  that 
feemed  to  yield  to  no  Remedies  or  Appli¬ 
cations,  that  feveral  of  the  Inhabitants 
were  greatly  alarmed  by  it ;  fome  lofing 
the  greater  Part  of  their  Children,  after  a 
few  Days  Indifpofition.  Some  others  of  the 
neighbouring  Places  were  affedted  at  the  fame 
time  with  the  like  Difeafe  ;  which,  from  all 
the  Accounts  I  have  met  with  from  thofe 
who  attended  the  Sick,  was  that  here  treated 
of.  I  am  informed  likewife,  that  it  raged 
at  Greenwich  about  the  fame  time  ( a ).

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—  It  dill  continues  in  this  City,  and  fome- 
times  fhews  itfelf  in  the  Villages  about  it, 
though  at  prefent  with  fo  mild  an  Afpedt, 
as  feldom  to  prove  fatal  5  unlefs  the  Subject 
is  very  unfavourable,  or  the  Dileafe  hath  been 
negledted,  or  improperly  treated  at  the  Be¬ 
ginning  y  which  Circum dances,  tho’  of  fome 
Importance  in  all  Cafes,  yet  are  of  the  ut- 
moft  in  this ;  as  a  wrong  Step  at  the  fird 
may  put  it  out  of  the  Power  of  Art  to  afford 
Relief.  1 

Tho*  this  Difeafe  has  now  been  amongd  us 
feveral  Years,  and  has  confequently  furvived 
the  different  Seafons,  and  all  the  Variety  of 
Weather  to  which  we  are  expofed,  yet  it 
feems  to  fhew  itfelf  mod  frequently  in  Au¬ 
tumn,  and  the  Beginning  of  Winter  ;  at  lead. 
I  have  met  with  many  more  Cafes  from  Sep¬ 
tember  to  "December  inclufive,  than  in  all  the 
other  Months  together. 

It  may  likewife  be  remarked,  that  the 
Summers  of  1747  and  1748  were  dry,  with 
fome  Days  in  each  uncommonly  hot,  for 

this 


what  he  has  feen,  and  that  in  fuch  a  manner  as  he  thought 
would  beft  contribute  to  public  Advantage.  It  may  alfo 
he  neceffary  to  obferve,  that  the  Difeafe  is  defcribed,  as 
it  appeared  in  1747  and  1748,  that  if  the  Symptoms 
fhould  hereafter  vary  in  any  Circum fiance,  the  Diverfity 
may  be  attributed  to  the  Nature  of  the  Diftemper,  and 
not  imputed  to  Defign  or  Inattention, 
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this  Climate;  the  Mercury  'in  Fahrenheit's 
Thermometer  rifing  in  the  Shade,  and  within¬ 
doors,  one  Day  to  78,  and  during  feveral 
to  75  and  6.  The  Autumns  of  the  fame 
Years  were  as  unufually  temperate  and  warm ; 
the  Wind  continuing  longer  in  the  Southerly- 
Points  than  has  often  been  known  at  this 
Seafon.  4 

In  this  Country,  as  well  as  in  thofe  where 
the  Angina  maligna  was  firft  taken  notice  of, 
Children  and  young  People  are  more  expofed 
to  it  than  Adults :  A  greater  Number  of 
Girls  have  it  than  Boys ;  more  Women  than 
Men  ;  and  the  infirm  of  either  Sex  are  more 
liable  to  have  the  Difeafe,  and  to  fufFer  from 
it,  than  the  healthy  and  vigorous :  I  have 
leen  but  few  Adults  of  this  Conftitution  af- 
fedfed  by  it,  and  not  one  who  died  of  it. 

When  it  breaks  out  in  a  Family,  all  the 
Children  are  commonly  affedted  with  it,  if 
the  healthy  are  not  kept  apart  ftom  the  fick ; 
and  fuch  Adults  as  are  frequently  with  them, 
and  receive  their  Breath  near  at  hand,  fel- 
dom  efcape  fome  Degree  of  the  fame  Difeafe. 

It  generally  comes  on  with  fuch  a  Gid- 
dinefs  of  the  Head,  as  commonly  pre¬ 
cedes  Fainting,  and  a  Chilnefs  or  Shiver¬ 
ing  like  that  of  an  Ague-Fit  :  This  is  foon 
followed  by  great  Heat  ;  and  thefe  inter¬ 
changeably  fucceed  each  other  during  fome 
3  Hours,

Hoars,  till  at  letigth  the  Heat  becomes  con- 
iflant  and  intenfe.  The  Patient  then  complains 
of  an  acute  Pain  in  the  Head,  of  Heat  and  Sore- 
nefs,  rather  than  Pain,  in  the  Throat,  Stiffnefs 
of  the  Neck,  commonly  of  great  Sicknefs, 
with  Vomiting,  or  Purging,  or  both  (A).  The 
Face  foon  after  looks  red  and  fwelled,  the 
Eyes  inflamed  and  watry,  as  in  the  Meade's  $ 
with  Reftleflhefs,  Anxiety,  and  Faintnefs.  • 
This  Difeafe  frequently  feizes  the  Patient  in 
the  fore  Part  of  the  Day :  As  Night  approaches, 
the  Heat  and  Reftleffnefs  increafe,  and  conti¬ 
nue  till  towards  Morning  ;  when,  after  a  fhort 
difturbed  Slumber  (the  only  Repofe  they  of¬ 
ten  have  during  feveral  Nights),  a  Sweat 
breaks  out ;  which  mitigates  the  Heat  and 
Reftleflhefs,  and  gives  the  Difeafe  fometimes 
the  Appearance  of  an  Intermittent. 

If  the  Mouth  and  Throat  be  examined 
foon  after  the  fir  ft.  Attack,  the  Uvula  and 
1 Tonfih  appear  fwelled  ;  and  thefe  Parts,  to¬ 
gether

that  thefe  Symptoms  almoft  conftantly  attended,  in  the 
manner  here  defcribed,  during  the  Years  1747  and  1748, 
the  Time  in  which  thefe  Obfervations  were  collected  : 
And  I  have  fince  found,  that  the  abovementioned  Sym¬ 
ptoms  have  not  fo  regularly  appeared  as  at  that  time. 
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gcther  with  the  Velum  Pendulum  Palatt% 
the  Cheeks  on  each  Side  near  the  Entrance 
into  the  Fauces ,  and  as  much  of  them,  and 
the  Pharynx  behind,  as  can  be  feen,  appear 
of  a  florid  red  Colour.  This  Colour  is  com¬ 
monly  mod  obfervable  on  the  pofterior  Edge 
of  the  Palate,  in  the  Angles  above  the  Tonjils , 
and  upon  the  Tonftls  themfelves.  Inftead  of 
this  Rednefs,  a  broad  Spot  or  Patch,  of  an 
irregular  Figure,  and  of  a  pale  white  Colour, 
is  fometimes  to  be  feen,  furrounded  with  a

florid  Red  3  which  Whitenefs  commonly 
appears  like  that  of  the  Gums  immediately 
after  having  been  prefled  with  the  Finger,  or 
as  if  Matter  ready  to  be  difcharged  was  con¬ 
tained  underneath. 

Generally  on  the  fecond  Day  of  the  Dif- 
eafe,  the  Face,  Neck,  Bread:,  and  Hands  to 
the  Fingers  Ends,  are  become  of  a  deep  ery- 
fipelatous  Colour,  with  a  fen  Able  Tumefac¬ 
tion  3  the  Fingers  are  frequently  tinged  in  fo 
remarkable  a  manner,  that,  from  feeing  them 
only,  it  has  not  been  difficult  to  guefs  at  the 
Difeafe. 

A  great  Number  of  fmall  Pimples,  of  a 
Colour  diflinguifhably  more  intenfe  than  that 
which  furrounds  them,  appear  on  the  Arms, 
and  other  Parts.  They  are  larger,  and  more 
prominent  in  thofe  Subjects,  and  in  thofe 
Parts  of  the  fame  Subject,  where  the  Red- 
nefs  is  lead:  intenfe  3  which  is  generally  on

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the  Arms,  the  Brea  ft,  and  lower  Extremi¬ 
ties  (a). 

As  the  Skin  acquires  this  Colour,  the  Sick- 
nefs  comonly  goes  off,  the  Vomiting  and 
Purging  ceafe  of  themfelves,  and  rarely  con¬ 
tinue  after  the  firft  Day. 

The  Appearance  in  the  Fauces  continues 
to  be  the  fame;  except  that  the  white  Places 
become  more  Alh-coloured  ;  and  it  is  now 
difcoverable,  that  what  at  firft  might  have 
been  taken  for  the  fuperficial  Covering 
of  a  fuppurated  Tumour,  is  really  a  Slough, 
concealing  an  Ulcer  of  the  fame  Dimen- 
ilons. 

All  the  Parts  of  the  Fauces  above-men¬ 
tioned  are  liable  to  thefe  Ulcerations ;  but 
they  generally  are  firft;  difcernible  in  the  An¬ 
gles  above  the  Tonjils ,  or  on  the  Ton  fils 
themfeives  ;  though  they  are  often  to  be 
feen  in  the  Arch  formed  by  the  Uvula  and 
one  of  the  TonJUs-t  and  alfo  on  the  Pha¬ 
rynx  behind,  on  the  In  fide  of  the  Cheeks, 
and  the  Bafe  of  the  Tongue,  which  they

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cover  in  the  manner  of  a  thick  Fur. '  In- 
ftead  of  thefe  Sloughs,  where  the  Diforder 
is  mild,  a  fuperficial  Ulcer,  of  an  irregular 
Figure,  appears  in  one  or  more  of  thefe 
Parts,  fcarce  to  be  diftinguifhed  from  the 
found,  but  by  the  Inequality  of  Surface  it 
occahons. 

The  parotid  Glands  ( b )  on  each  Side  com¬ 
monly  fwell,  grow  hard,  and  are  painful  to 
the  Touch  if  the  Difeafe  is  violent,  the 
Neck  and  Throat  are  furrounded  with  a  large 
cedematous  Tumor,  fometimes  extending 
itfelf  to  the  Bread:  ;  and,  by  ftraitening  the 
Fauces ,  increafes  the  Danger. 

Towards  Night,  the  Heat  and  Reftleffnefs 
increafe,  and  a  Delirium  frequently  comes 
on.  This  Symptom,  which  appears  in  fotne 
even  on  the  firft  Night,  feems  to  differ  con- 
fiderably  from  the  like  Affedtion  in  other  Dil- 
eafes.  The  Sick  commonly  anfwer  the  Que- 
ftions  put  to  them  properly,  but  with  an  un- 
ufual  Quicknefs ;  they  talk  to  themfelves  in¬ 
coherently  when  left  alone,  and  frequently 
betray  the  firft  Tendency  to  this  Diforder, 
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( b )  Heredia  takes  Notice  of  the  fame  Symptom,  and 
afligns  a  very  probable.  Reafon  for  it. — In  Angina  ?na • 
ligna  non  tument  externa,  quia  in  illas  ex  externis  tranf- 
lata  materia  fuerit,  fed  quia  ita  adimplentur  interna,  ut 
materiam  fiuentem  non  capiant,  et  fic  ad  externa  dUabi* 
tur.  Heredia ,  p.  99. 
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by  affecting  too  great  a  Compofure :  This, 
for  the  moft  part,  happens  to  thofe  who  fleep 
but  little  ;  for  fome  are  comatous  and  ftupid, 
and  take  little  notice  of  any  thing  that  paffes. 

In  this  manner  they  continue  during  two, 
three,  or  more  Days;  they  commonly  grow 
hot  and  refllefs  towards  the  Evening :  Which 
Symptoms  and  th z'Delirium  increafe  as  Night 
comeson ;  a  Sweat  more  or  lefs  profufe  breaks 
out  towards  Morning ;  and  from  this  time 
they  are  eafier  during  fome  Hours ;  a  Faint- 
nefs  only  continuing,  of  which  they  fre¬ 
quently  complain  more  than  of  the  reft  of 
their  Sufferings. 

The  Difeafe  feems  to  have  no  Hated  Period 
which  can  properly  be  called  its  ’Ahm,  or 
Height.  Some  grow  eafier  from  the  firft

Day  of  the  Attack  ;  but,  in  general,  the 
Symptoms  of  Recovery  appear  on  the  third/ 
fourth,  or  fifth  Day,  and  proceed  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  manner  : 

Firft,  the  Rednefs  of  the  Skin  difappears; 
the  Heat  grows  lefs ;  the  Pulfe,  which  was 
hitherto  very  quick,  becomes  flower;  the  ex¬ 
ternal  Swellings  of  the  Neck  fubfide  (c)  $  the 

Sloughs 


(c)  At  lea  ft,  of  all  the  Parts  about  the  Neck,  except 
the  Parotids  themfelves  ;  which  fometimes  continue 
dwelled  and  hard  a  long  time  after  the  other  Symptoms 
abate,  and  at  length  fuppurate. 
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Sloughs  in  the  Fauces  cafl:  off ;  the  Ulcera¬ 
tions  fill  up  ;  the  Patient  fleeps  without  Con- 
fufion,  is  compofed  when  awake,  und  his 
Appetite  begins  to  return. 

The  Pulfe,  during  the  whole  Courfe  of  . 
this  Difeafe,  is  generally  very  quick  5  fre¬ 
quently  120  Strokes,  or  more,  in  a  Minute: 
In  fome  it  is  hard  and  fmall ;  in  others  foft 
and  full,  but  without  that  Strength  and 
Firmnefs  which  ufually  accompany  equal 
Quicknefs  and  Heat,  in  genuine  inflammatory 
Diforders. 

If  a  Vein  be  opened  foon  after  the  Diftem- 
per  is  come  on,  the  Blood  generally  appears 
of  a  frefh  florid  Red  ;  the  Crajf amentum  is 
rather  of  a  lax  gelatinous  Texture,  than  denfe 
or  compad  the  Serum  yellow,  and  in  a  large 
Proportion  ( d ). 

The  Urine  is  at  firfl:  crude,  and  of  a  pale 
Whey-Colour:  As  the  Difeafe  advances,  it 
turns  yellower,  as  if  Bile  was  diluted  in  it ; 
and,  loon  after  the  Patient  fhews  any  Marks 
of  Recovery,  it  commonly  grows  turbid, 
and  depofits  a  farinaceous  Sediment. 

They  feldom  have  any  Stools,  if  the  Sym¬ 
ptoms  are  favourable,  from  the  Time  when

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the  Purging,  which  generally  attends  the  Ac- 
ceffion,  ceafes.  This  Difcharge  is  frequently 
bilious  und  without  any  Pain ;  Tho’  thefe 
Evacuations  differ  in  different  Habits. 

They  complain  of  Third:  commonly  lefs 
in  this  than  in  other  acute  Difeafes.  The 
Tongue  is  generally  moift,  and  not  often 
furred  :  In  fome  neverthelels  it  is  covered 
with  a  thick  white  Coat  or  Fur,  and  thefe 
generally  complain  of  Sorenefs  about  the 
Root  of  the  Tongue. 

The  Uvula  and  Tonjils  are  fometimes  fo 
jnuch  fwelled,  as  to  leave  but  a  very  narrow 
Entrance  into  the  Gullet,  and  this  Entrance 
frequently  furrounded  with  Ulcers  or  Sloughs; 
yet  the  Patients  often  fwallow  with  lefs  Dif¬ 
ficulty  and  Pain  than  might  be  expedted  un¬ 
der  fuch  Circumftances  ( e ). 

They  frequently  complain,  foon  after  they 
are  taken  ill,  of  an  offenfive  putrid  Smell, 
affecting  their  Throats  and  Noffrils,  which 
oft  occafions  Sicknefs  before  any  Ulcerations 
appear. 

In  thofe  who  have  this  Difeafe  in  a  fevere 
manner,  the  Infide  of  the  Noffrils,  as  high 
up  as  can  be  l'een,  frequently  appears  of  a

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deep  red,  or  almoft  livid  Colour :  After  a 
Day  or  two,  a  thin  corrofive  Sanies,  or  with 
it  a  white  putrid  Matter  of  a  thicker  Con¬ 
fidence,  flows  from  them,  which  is  fo  acrid, 
as  to  excoriate  the  Part  it  lies  upon  any  con- 
fiderable  time.  This  is  mod  obfervable  in 
Children,  or  in  young  and  very  tender  Sub¬ 
jects,  whofe  Lips  likewife  are  frequently  of 
the  Colour  above-mentioned,  and  covered  on 
the  Infide  with  Veficles  containing  a  thin 
Ichor ,  which  excoriates  the  Angles  of  their 
Mouths,  and  the  Cheeks  where  it  touches 
them. 

It  is  probable,  that  Part  of  the  fame  acrid 
Matter  pafies  with  the  Nourifhment  into 
the  Stomach  ;  efpecially  in  Children  ;  and 
it  is  perhaps  owing  to  this  Caufe  in  part, 
that  they  fuller  much  more  from  the  Dif- 
temper  than  Adults ;  this  corrofive  Fluid 
.without  Doubt  producing  the  fame  EfFe&s 
on  the  Stomach  and  Bowels,  as  it  does 
when  applied  to  the  much  lefs  fenfible  Skin 
of  the  Face;  i.  e .  it  excoriates  the  Parts  it 
touches ;  which  in  faCt  feems  to  be  the  Cafe  : 
For,  if  they  get  over  this  Stage  of  the  Dif- 
eafe,  a  Purging  fometimes  fucceeds,  attended 
with  the  Symptoms  of  Ulcerations  in  the 
Bowels ;  and  after  enduring  great  Pain  and 
Mifery,  perhaps  fome  Weeks,  they  at  length 
die  emaciated  :  I  have  bedsn  informed,  that 
fame  Children  have  had  the  Parts  about  the 

the 
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the  Anus  excoriated  (f)  ;  the  Sanies  retain¬ 
ing  its  Virulency  thro'  the  whole  Tradt  of 
the  Inteftines. 

The  Sick  fometimes  bleed  at  the  Nofe 
towards  the  Beginning  of  the  Difeafe ;  and 
the  Menfes  very  often  appear  in  thofe  of  the 
Female  Sex,  who  are  of  Age  to  have  them, 
foon  after  they  are  feized,  notwithftanding 
the  regular  Period  is  at  a  considerable  Di- 
ftance  :  If  they  are  taken  ill  about  the  ufual 
Seafon,  the  Difcharge  is  commonly  greater 
than  it  ought  to  be.  Some  young  Perfons,  who 
never  had  the  leaf!  Appearance  of  them,  have 
had  this  Evacuation  during  their  Illnefs. 

In  ftrong  and  full  Habits,  thefe  Evacua¬ 
tions  are  feldom  attended  with  much  Benefit, 
or  with  manifeft  ill  Effedts,  unlefs  they  are 
very  copious  ;  for  in  this  Cafe  they  occafion 
great  Faintnels ;  and  an  Increafe  of  the  other 
Symptoms,  in  proportion  to  the  Excefs.  In 
tender  weak  Subjects  they  are  often  preju¬ 
dicial. 

It  has  happened  in  this  Difeafe,  that  He¬ 
morrhages  from  the  Nofe  and  Mouth  have 
fuddenly  carried  off  the  Patient.  I  have 
heard  of  the  like  Accident  from  Bleeding;  at 

the 


(f)  Some.Adults,  who  have  had  the  Difeafe  in  a  vi¬ 
olent  Degree,  have  buffered  very  much  from  the  fame 
Caufe:  Emollient  mucilaginous  Liquids  taken  plentifully, 
and  alfo  applied  externally,  by  way  of  Fomentation,  to 
the  Part  aft'edted,  frequently  give  fpeedy  Relief. 
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the  Ear :  but  thefe  fatal  Dilcharges  moft  com¬ 
monly  happen  after  the  Patient  has  been  ill 
feveral  Days ;  and  it  feems  more  probable, 
that  they  proceed  from  the  Separation  of  a 
Slough  from  the  Branch  of  an  Artery,  rather 
than  from  a  Fulnelsof  the  Veffds,  or  an  Ef¬ 
fort  of  Nature  to  relieve  herfelf  by  a  falutary 
Cnfis  (g). 

Bleeding  in  this  Difeafe  has  in  general 
been  observed  to  be  prejudicial :  Some  in¬ 
deed  admit  of  it  at  the  fir  ft  Attack,  without 
any  fentible  Inconvenience;  but  a  Repetition 
of  it,  even  where  the  Difeafe  is  mild  and 
favourable,  feldom  fails  to  aggravate  the 
Symptoms ;  and  in  fome  Cafes  it  appears 
to  have  produced  very  fatal  Confeauences. 
The  Heat,  Reftleffnefs,  Delirium,  and  Diffi¬ 
culty  of  breathing,  which  this  Evacuation 
commonly  prevents  or  mitigates  in  other 
Cafes,  in  this  are  increafed  by  it ;  nor  does 
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(g)  Th  is  I  find  was  a'lfo  Heredia  s  Opinion,  who  con- 
fiders  a  Difcharge  of  Blood  either  from  the  Mouth  or 
Nofe,  as  a  Sign  of  the  utmoft  Danger. — Malignam  figni- 
ficationem  praebet  fegnis  fanguis  ft il Ians  e  naribus  ;  ex  cor- 
rofione  quippe  vaforum,  et  putrilagine  emanat,  innuitque 
certiffimam  mortem,  quia  putredo  interne  cohiberi  non 
poteft  : — ideo  periculoliflimus  cenfetur  fanguinisfiuxus  ex 
naribus  aut  ore.  Quidam  cum  hoc  figno  nullum  vidifie 
liberatum  docent:  nos  vero  unicum  folum  aegrotum  fum- 
ma  diligentia  a  tanto  periculo  vindicavimus.  Heredia,  p. 
IOO.  Of  three  whom  I  attended,  and  who  had  this  Sym¬ 
ptom,  two  recovered  :  the  third  died  of  a  Bleed'ng  at 
the  Nofe,  before  any  Afiiftance  could  be  procured. 
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the  Swelling  of  the  T onfels ,  Fauces ,  8cc.  feem 
to  receive  the  lead  Benefit  from  it :  On  the 
contrary,  tho’  the  Fulnefs  of  thefe  Parts  de¬ 
er  cafes,  yet  the  Sloughs  thicken,  and  change 
to  a  livid  or  black  Colour,  the  external  Tu¬ 
mor  grows  large,  and  the  Spitting  commonly 
diminifhes  (h). 

Nor  has  Purging  been  obferved  to  be  more 
beneficial :  Gentle  Cathartics  have  brought  on 
very  dangerous  Symptoms.  Upon  procuring 
a  few  Stools  with  Manna,  efpeciaily  when 
the  Difeafe  has  continued  two  or  three  Days, 
the  Rednefs  of  the  Skin  has  difappeared,  and 
the  Flux  to  the  Throat  has  been  furprifingly 
increafed  :  If  it  happens  that  this  Difcharge 
by  Stool  continues,  tire  Swelling  of  the  Neck 
commonly  grows  larger,  the  Fauces  become 
flaccid,  dry,  and  livid  ;  and  the  Patient  in  a  • 
few  Hours  after  this  exoires :  So  that  Pur¬ 
gatives  feem  to  have  no  better  Effe&s  in  di- 
mini thing  the  Tumour,  and  abating  the  fup- 
pofed  Inflammation,  than  Bleeding.

(h)  The  Heat  indeed  and  Quicknefs  of  the  Pulfe  feem 
atfirft  to  be  affedted  by  this  Evacuation, but  they  commonly 
return  after  a  fallacious  Refpite  with  greater  Violence ; 
the  Patient  is  feized  with  a  Difficulty  of  breathing,  falls 
into  cold  Sweats,  a  Stupor,  and  dies  fuudenly. 
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Nitrous  cooling  Medicines  frequently  pro¬ 
duce  the  like  Effedts;  they  increafe  that  Faint- 
nefs  which  accompanies  this  Difeafe,  and 
either  difpofe  the  Patient  to  copious  finking 
Sweats,  or  to  Stools. 

Upon  the  whole,  it  appears,  that  all  Eva¬ 
cuations  which  tend  to  leffen  the  natural 
Strength  of  the  Conftitution,  are  in  this  Dif¬ 
eafe  injurious  ;  and  that  thofe  Perfons  in  com¬ 
mon  are  in  the  greateft  Danger,  if  attacked 
with  it,  who  have  been  previoufly  indifpofed, 
or  have  had  their  Strength  impaired  by  Grief, 
or  any  other  Accident.  Of  which  it  may 
not  perhaps  be  improper  to  relate  an  Inftance 
or  two  in  this  Place,  as  it  will  alfo  tend  to  ex¬ 
plain  the  nfual  Progrefs  of  the  Symptoms  in 
the  word:  Cafes  we  meet  with. 

A  young  Gentlewoman  about  2 6  Years  of 
Age,  of  a  pale  lax  Habit,  but  of  an  adtive 
chearful  Difpofition,  had  enjoyed  a  pretty 
good  Share  of  Health  in  common,  till  a  Year 
or  two  before  her  laft  Illnefs ;  about  that 
time  fhe  unhappily  made  ufe  of  fome  exter¬ 
nal  and  empirical  Application  to  remove  a 
Rednefs  attended  with  Pimples,  which  now- 
and-then  broke  out  in  her  Face.  She  was 
foon  relieved  from  this  Complaint  by  the 
Medicine  fhe  ufed  ;  but  was  quickly  after 
feized  with  Sicknefs,  Vomiting,  LofsofAp-* 
petite,  and  either  an  obftinate  Coftivenefs, 
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or  a  troublefome  Diarrhoea ;  the  Metifes  were 
pale,  and  in  fmall  Quantities ;  and  her  Health 
in  general  was  greatly  impaired. 

She  had  fcarce  recovered  from  this  weak 
State,  when  the  Death  of  a  near  Relation 
brought  her  almoft  into  the  fame  Circum- 
ftances;  from  which  (lie  was  flowly  recruit¬ 
ing,  when  fhe  married.  Her  Sicknefs,  Vo¬ 
miting,  and  Lofs  of  Appetite,  foon  returned; 
which  (he  concealed  as  much  as  poflible. 

Under  thefe  Difad  vantages,  fhe  was  feized 
with  this  Diftemper,  a  Day  or  two  after  fhe 
had  vifited  an  Acquaintance  labouring  under 
the  fame  Diiorder :  It  came  on  with  a  Coldr 
nefs  and  Trembling  like  that  of  an  Ague-Fit, 
great  Faintnefs,  and  an  acute  Pain  in  her  Head 
with  a  Vomiting  more  violent  than  fhe  was 
ufually  affedted  with,  and  a  Purging.  To¬ 
wards  Evening  fhe  grew  very  hot  and  reftlefs, 
complained  of  a  Sorenefs  in  her  Throat,  and 
the  Difcharges  abated.  Her  Face,  Neck,  and 
Hands  were  intenlely  red  ;  fhe  frequently 
iighed,  and  from  her  Afpedt  and  Geduies 
there  was  Reafon  to  fufpedt  a  Delirium  ap¬ 
proaching.  She  flept  little  that  Night ;  and 
next  Morning  her  Pulfe,  which  before  was 
very  quick  and  fmall,  feemed  to  be  fome- 
what  more  full,  but  not  fenfibly  flower ;  and 
fhe  complained  of  Faintnefs  and  Anxiety, 
The  Parts  about  the  Fauces  were  much  re¬ 
laxed,  very  red,  in  forne  Places  almoft  livid, 
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with  a  kind  of  gloffy  Dryneis  upon  them. 
She  continued  in  this  manner,  without  any 
remarkable  Increafe  of  Symptoms  till  Night, 
when  the  Loofenefs  returned,  and  in  a  very 
fhort  time  exhaufted  her  Strength  to  a  great 
Deg  ree ;  The  Rednefs  upon  the  Skin  difap- 
peared,  the  Extremities  grew  cold,  her  Eyes 
became  dim,  her  Pulfe  fcarce  perceptible, 
fhe  breathed  with  Difficulty,  and  expired  in 
the  Morning,  qn  the  third  Day  of  the  Dil- 
eafe. 

Another  young  Woman,  who  frequently 
vifited,  and  fometimes  affifted  a  Relation, 
who  had  this  Difeafe,  was  attacked  with  it 
in  the  ufual  manner.  She  was  about  17,  of 
a  pale  and  fomewhat  bloated  lax  Habit,  na¬ 
turally  inactive,  averfe  to  Exercife,  and  was 
thought  to  have  indulged  fome  painful  So¬ 
licitude,  to  the  Prejudice  of  her  Health,  and 
making  way  for  an  ohflinate  Chlorojis . 

Under  thefe  Circumflances  ihe  was  feized 
with  the  ufual  Complaints,  but  in  a  violent 
manner.  The  Purging  continued  till  the 
Day  following;  when  it  yielded  for  a  time  to 
the  Power  of  Opiates ;  but  conftantly  returned 
when  their  Effects  were  over.  The  other 
Symptoms,  fuch  as  Heat,  Rellleffnefs,  Anxi¬ 
ety,  and  Faintnefs,  increafed  with  the  Purging; 
t-he  Pulfe  was  fmall,  quick,  and  hard ;  a  Dif¬ 
ficulty  of  breathing  came  on,  the  fmall  Re¬ 
mains 


mains  of  Luftre  in  the  Eye  perifhed,  and 
flie  died  early  on  the  fourth  Day  of  the  Dif- 
temper. 

No  Marks  of  any  Sloughs  in  the  Throat 
appeared  in  either  of  theie  Cafes;  but  the 
Rednefs  became  daily  more  intenfe,  and  ap¬ 
proached  nearer  toLividnefs,  whilft  the  Fau¬ 
ces  could  be  infpedted,  which,  from  the 
great  Difficulty  they  had  in  breathing,  was 
impra&icable  feveral  Hours  before  the  Pa¬ 
tients  expired. 

Warm  aromatic  Cordials,  and  anodyne 
Aftringents,  were  adminiftered  affiduoufly, 
with  fuitable  Nourifhment,  and  Veficatories 
applied  fucceffively  to  the  Neck,  Back,  and 
Arms,  but  without  Effedt. 

If  the  Purging  therefore  continues  long 
after  the  firft  Exacerbation  of  the  Difeafe,  it 
may  be  looked  upon  as  a  dangerous  Sym¬ 
ptom  ;  for  tho’  it  be  fometimes  reftrained  for 
the  prefent  by  Opiates  or  Aftringents,  yet  it 
commonly  returns  with  more  Vehemence, 
when  their  Efficacy  ceafes,  and  in  a  fhort 
time  exhaufts  the  fmall  Degree  of  Strength 
remaining. 

In  this  Cafe  they  generally  fpit  very  little; 
the  Fauces  appear  dry,  glofty,  and  livid  ; 
the  external  Tumor  grows  large  ;  they  void 
their  Excrements  without  perceiving  it,  and  * 
fall  into  profufe  Sweats;  Refpiration  becomes 
3  difficult 
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difficult  and  laborious;  the  Pulfe  finks;  the 
extreme  Parts  grow  cold,  and  Death  in  a 
few  Hours  clofes  the  Scene  ;  and  in  no  Dif- 
eafe,  that  I  have  feen,  is  the  Eye  fo  early 
deprived  of  its  Lultre  as  in  this ;  for  it  is 
fometimes  opaque  or  dim  feveral  Hours  be¬ 
fore  Death ;  and,  as  Mtius  Cletus  hath  ob- 
ferved,  is  a  fatal  Prefage  of  its  Approach  (i). 

A  copious  Flux  of  pituitous  Matter  to  the 
Glands,  and  other  Parts  about  the  Fauces , 

feemed 


(i)  Heredia's  Defcription  of  the  fatal  Progrefs  of  this 
Difeafe,  and  the  necefiary  Cautions  he  gives  in  refpe£t  to 
the  Prognoftic,  deferve  particular  Notice. 

Fallaciflimam  elTe  hujus  morbi  naturam,  confitentur

quia  folet  communicari  paulatim  putredo,  et  gangnena 
partibus  internis.  Heredia ,  p .  99. 
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feemed  to  be  the  Caufe  of  fudden  Death,-  in 
a  Girl  about  1  2  Years  old,  She  was  leized 
in  the  common  Way,  with  Shivering,  Head- 
ach,  Sicknefs,  Vomiting,  and  Purging.  The 
Difcharges  abated  in  a  few  Hours,  and  were 
lucceeded  by  great  Heat,  Rednefs  of  the  Skin, 
and  a  fore  Throat ;  the  Uvula ,  Tonfils ,  and 
contiguous  Parts,  were  red,  and  fo  fwelled 
in  eight  or  ten  Hours,  as  to  touch  each 
other,  and  feemed  to  clofe  the  Entrance  into 
the  Pharynx .  She  breathed  without  much 
Difficulty,  fwallowed  with  lefs  Pain  than 
could  be  imagined,  and  fpit  up  large  Quan¬ 
tities  of  Phlegm.  About  fix  in  the  Even¬ 
ing  fhe  was  feized  with  a  Difficulty  of 
breathing,  as  if  ftrangled  :  Thofe  about  her 
railed  her  up,  thinking  fhe  was  in  a  Fit ;  fhc 
recovered  herfelf  a  little,  but  expired  upon 
being  again  laid  down  in  Bed,  in  fomewhat 
lefs  than  24  Hours  from  the  firft  Attack.  A 
large  Quantity  of  vifcid  Phlegm,  with  which, 
after  fhe  was  dead,  her  Mouth  appeared  to 
be  filled,  together  with  the  tumefied  UvulaJ 
Ponjils ,  and  Velum  Palati ,  had  perhaps 
jointly  clofed  the  Rima  Glottidi s,  and  put  a 
Stop  to  Refpiration. 

By  a  Fall  in  her  Infancy  fhe  was  reduced 
to  the  Neceffity  of  ufing  Crutches.  She  was 
big-boned,  had  a  good  Appetite  ;  and,  for 
want  of  that  Exercife,  which  Perfons  at  her 
Age  commonlv  enjoy,  feemed  to  be  plethoric. 

Thefe 
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Thefe  Circumftances  perhaps  might  contri- 
bat  to  this  fpeedy  and  unhappy  Event. 

Accidents  of  the  like  kind  feem  not  to  have 
been  uncommon  while  this  Difeafe  conti¬ 
nued  in  Italy ,  according  to  a  Remark  of  Cor~ 
tefius  ( k ). 

From  the  preceding  Account  of  the  Sore 
throat  attended  with  Ulcers  (/),  it  will,  I 
believe,  appear,  that  this  Difeafe  is  widely 
different  from  a  common  Sore  Throat ,  or 
Jimple  Injlammation  of  any  of  the  Parts 
about  the  Fauces  *  both  as  to  the  Subject 
commonly  affeded  by  it,  the  Manner  of  its 
Attack,  the  Progrefs  of  the  Symptoms,  and 
its  Conclufion  :  For  the  fore  Throat  with 
Ulcers  generally  attacks  Children ;  and  of 
thefe,  Girls  more  frequently  than  Boys,  as 
hath  been  obferved :  If  Adults  are  feized  with 
it,  they  are  commonly  fuch  as  have  been 
very  much  converiant  with  the  Sick,  or  elfe 

are

(/)  The  Difeafe  here  treated  of  is,  ftri&ly,  a  Sore 
throat  ;  fince  by  Sorenefs  we  aptly  exprefs  the  uneafy 
Senfation  accompanying  an  Ulcer  ( i.  e.  a  Sore )  and  not 
that  which  attends  an  Inflammation  j  which  is  indeed 
Pain ,  but  not  properlv  Sorenefs , 
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are  weak  and  infirm :  And  it  feems  to  affecl 
thofe  Adults  in  the  fevered:  manner,  who 
have  been  previoufly  indifpofed,  or  whofe 
Strength  has  been  reduced  by  unfeafonable 
or  immoderate  Evacuations. 

On  the  contrary,  the  common  Angina ,  or 
an  Inflammation  of  the  Tonjils ,  mod  fre¬ 
quently  attacks  the  healthy,  the  vigorous, 
and  robud  5  the  weak,  the  delicate,  and  in¬ 
firm,  are  lefs  exnofed  to  it,  at  lead  differ  lefs

from  it,  than  the  former. 

.  As  both  Difeafes  are  attended  with  a  Fe¬ 
ver,  and  as  mod  Fevers  come  on  with  Shi¬ 
vering  or  Chilnefs,  this  Symptom  may  at  lead 
appear  equivocal :  But  if  Sicknefs,  or  Vomit¬ 
ing,  or  Purging,  or  an  acute  Pain  of  the  Head, 
towards  the  back  Parts  or  Top  efpecially,  or 
if  all  thefe  come  on  in  the  Space  of  a  very 
few  Hours,  which  they  generally  do  where 
the  Difeafe  is  vehement,  it  may  judly  be 
edeemed  to  be  of  the  putrefactive  kind :  But 
if  with  thefe  Symptoms  an  eryfipelatous 
Rednefs  difcovers  itfelf  in  the  Fauces ,  with 
Ulcerations  or  Sloughs,  the  Difeafe  is  evi¬ 
dent. 

In  fome  Cafes*  the  Symptoms  have  been 
fo  obfcure,  that  it  was  difficult  to  determine 
to  which  Difeafe  they  properly  belonged :  But 
jin  thefe  Circumdances  they  were  commonly 
fo  favourable,  that,  fuppoling  the  Diforder  not 
to  be  of  the  ulcerated  kind,  no  other  incon¬ 
venience 
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venience  feemed  likely  to  enfue  fiom  treating 
it  as  fuch,  than  a  Suppuration  3  which  is  often 
an  Event  rather  to  be  chofen  than  avoided. 

The  Rednefs  of  the  Skin  in  the  Face, 
Neck,  Breaft,  and  Hands,  is  another  obvious 
and  diftinguiflhing  Chara&eriftic,  which  in 
Children,  and  young  People  efpecially,  fel- 
dom  fails  to  accompany  this  Diforder. 

In  the  common  fore  Throat ,  a  local  Inflam¬ 
mation  is  the  Difeafe  :  All  the  Symptoms 
are  derived  from  this  Source  :  An  acute 
throbbing  Pain,  greatly  increafed  upon  fwal- 
lowing  even  Liquids,  is  the  principal  Griev- 
'ance.  In  the  other ,  the  whole  Habit  fuffers, 
as  if  by  a  Stimulus  of  a  peculiar  Nature  3  and 
although  the  Throat  is  always  more  or  lefs 
affedted,  yet  it  is  fometimes  the  leaf!;  Part  of 
the  Patient’s  Complaint  3  and  Inftances  have 
occurred  to  me  of  confiderable  Sloughs  being 
formed,  before  any  Sorenefs  or  Pain  in  the 
Fauces  hath  been  mentioned. 

Again,  this  DifeaJ'e  is  accompanied  with  a 
a  greater  Tendency  to  a  Delirium,  than  either 
a  common  Angina ,  or  almoft  any  other  Dil- 
temper  we  are  acquainted  with.  To  have  this 
Symptom  appear  in  the  Dileafe  we  are 
treating  of  on  the  fil'd:  Night,  is  not  un¬ 
common  3  and  on  the  fecond,  frequent.  A 
Girl  about  Eight  Years  of  Age,  whom  I 
attended,  was  fcarce  known  to  be  indiipofed, 
till  flie  alarmed  the  Family,  by  appearing 
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to  be  light-headed.  She  had  made  no 
Complaint  of  her  Throat,  nor  was  this  Part 
thought  to  be  affected,  till,  upon  Examina-? 
tion,  I  found  it  fo  ;  being  led  to  fufpect  it 
by  the  Colour  of  her  Hands,  and  the  De¬ 
lirium.  She  got  well  through  the  Difeafe, 
tho*  its  Progrefs,  at  fir  if,  appeared  to  be  very 
fwift. 

A  common  fore  Throat ,  if  the  Patient  re* 
covers,  either  goes  off  by  Refolution,  or  the 
Parts  affe&ed  fuppurate,  or,  if  glandular,  be¬ 
come  hard  and  lbirrhous. 

In  that  attended  with  Ulcers ,  none  of  thefe 
Circumftances  happen  ;  for  it  terminates  in  a 
fuperficial  Ulceration  of  fome  of  the  Parts  about 
the  Fauces,  if  the  Difeafe  is  very  mild,  with 
little  Appearance  of  any  Sloughs,  and  with 
large  and  deep  ones,  of  a  white,  cineritious,  li¬ 
vid,  or  black  Colour,  if  it  is  more  violent. 

It  will  not  perhaps  be  difficult,  from  fuch  a 
comparative  View,  to  diftinguifh  this  Dif¬ 
eafe  from  a  common  fore  Throat,  or  an  inflam¬ 
matory  Affedion  of  thole  Parts  in  moll  In¬ 
fiances  :  But  there  is  another  no  lefs  certain 
Criterion,  tho’  too  often  a  fatal  one,  which  is, 
the  conllantlncreafe  of  Symptoms  upon  Bleed¬ 
ing,  Purging,  and  the  liberal  Ule  of  cooling  an- 
tiphlogillic  Medicines :  A  Method,  which,  as 
it  feldom  fails  to  remove  a  genuine  Inflamma-? 
tion,  if  it  is  early  enough  and  affiduoufly  pur¬ 
ified,  lo  it  is  too  often  injurious  in  the  p  re  lent 

Cafe, 
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Cafe.  An  Inftance  whereof  I  think  evidently 
appeared  in  the  following  Cafe. 

A  Youth  about  14  Years  old,  of  a  briflc 
lively  Difpofition,  who  had  enjoyed  a  good 
Share  of  Health,  favjng  that,  for  a  few  Years 
paft,  a  cutaneous  Difeafe,  akin  to  a  Le- 
profy,  had  fometimes  appeared  on  his  Head 
and  Arms,  was  feized  one  Morning  with  a 
general  Uneafinefs,  and  a  Difpofition  to  vo¬ 
mit  ;  he  was  put  to  Bed,  and  a  fevere  Shi¬ 
vering  enfued  ;  his  Sicknefs  increafed,  he 
vomited  up  every  thing,  had  feveral  purging 
Stools  that  Day,  and  complained  much  of 
his  Head,  with  fome  Sorenefs  in  his  Throat. 
He  was  ordered  to  be  blooded,  and  had  an 
Emetic  given  him:  This  operated  but  little; 
he  grew  hot  and  reftlefs,  a  deep  Rednefs 
fpread  itfelf  over  his  Face,  Hands,  and  Arms, 
with  a  plentiful  Eruption  of  fmall  Pimples, 
which  induced  thofe  about  him  to  apprehend 
it  was  a  common  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  next  Day,  which  was  the  fecond  of  the 
Difeafe,  his  Throat  continuing  fore,  and  the 
feverilh  Symptoms  increafing,  a  Purge  of 
Manna  wasgivenhim,  which  operated  gently; 
and  at  Night  his  Head  and  Throat  being  more 
uneafy,  his  Heat  fiill  continuing,  with  a  Ten¬ 
dency  to  Delirium,  a  Blitter  was  applied. 

On  the  third,  the  Symptoms  not  abating,  he 
Jpft  about  ten  Ounces  of  Blood.  He  had  taken

a  cooling  nitrous  Powder  every  four  Hours; 
this  was  now  changed  for  one  more  cordial. 
At  Night  he  grew  delirious,  his  Fever  in- 
creafed,  and  he  had  fome  loofe  Stools,  which 
were  rather  encouraged  than  reflrained,  as  it 
was  hoped  they  might  relieve  him.  Blitters 
were  applied  to  his  Head  and  Arms. 

On  the  fourth  in  the  Morning  I  was  fent 
for  :  I  found  him  delirious,  with  convulfive 
Twitchings ;  his  Hands  in  conftant  Motion, 
gathering  the  Bed-cloaths ;  his  Pulfe  quick 
and  weak;  his  Tongue  parched.  With  fome 
Difficulty  I  looked  into  the  Fauces ;  they 
feemed  to  be  pale  in  fome  Places,  intensely 
red  or  livid  in  others,  with  a  glofly  Bright- 
nefs :  His  Excrements  came  away  involunta¬ 
rily  ;  his  Eyes  were  languid,  and  dim  ;  he 
breathed  with  Difficulty, fell  into  proful'e clam¬ 
my  Sweats,  and  died  in  a  few  Hours  after. 

In  fome  of  the  firft  Cafes  I  met  with,  the 
Quicknefs  of  the  Pulfe,  the  Degree  of  Heat, 
the  apparent  inflammatory  Rednefs  of  the 
Eyes  and  Face,  and  Pain  in  the  Plead,  fome- 
times  urged  me  to  order  Bleeding,  el'pecially 
if  there  weie  any  Marks  of  a  Flethora  ;  hut 
in  thefe  Cafes  it  did  not  appear  to  have  any 
advantageous  Effects :  So  that,  notwithftand- 
ing  the  Vehemency  of  the  Symptoms  above- 
mentioned,  it  feems  proper  in  general  to  omit 
this  Evacuation. 


Cupping 
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Cupping  with  Scarification  has  been  applied 
to  the  Shoulders  and  Back  of  the  Head,  in 
order  to  remove  an  acute  Pain  of  this  Part, 
which  is  often  complained  of,  but,  as  far  as 
I  have  been  able  to  obferve,  without  much 
Benefit. 

It  is  ncceffary  that  the  Patient  fhouldkeep 
in  Bed  as  much  as  may  be,  tho’  the  Dileafe 
fhould  feern  to  be  flight :  It  has  happened,  for 
want  of  Care  in  this  Refpebt,  that  a  Purging 
has  come  on,  the  Rednefs  of  the  Skin  difap- 
peared,  and  a  Diforder,  which  with  Confine¬ 
ment  alone  would  probably.have  gone  off  in 
twice  24  Hours,  has  been  rendered  tedious 
and  difficult. 

If  we  are  called  in  at  the  firfi,  while  the 
Sicknefs  or  Vomiting  continues,  it  will  be  of 
Ufe  to  promote  this  Difcharge,  by  giving  aa 
Infufion  of  Green  Tea,  Chamomile-Flowers, 
Car  duns ,  or  a  few  Grains  of  Ipecacuanha .  In 
fome  Inftances,  where  the  Attack  has  been 
fevere,  and  this  Method  pradtifed,  the  Dif¬ 
order  has  gone  off  with  more  Eafe  than  was 
at  firfl:  apprehended. 

If  thefe  Symptoms  don’t  abate  with  the 
Operation  of  the  Emetic,  fmall  Draughts 
of  Mint-Tea,  with  a  Sixth  Part  of  red 
Port  added  to  it,  may  be  given  frequently  ; 
together  with  fome  grateful  and  warm  aro¬ 
matic,  cordial  Medicine,  every  four  or  fix 
Hours.  The  Pufais  Cent  ray  ervee  [imp. -

comp.  Confeft.  cardiac \ — Raleigh .  Spec,  arbnu 
Vinum  croceum ;  Aq .  Menth.  fpirit.  Aq.  Alex . 
Jpirit .  Aceto  with  others  of  the 

like  Nature,  may  be  ufed  for  this  Purpofe. 

In  this  Difeafe  it  is  at  all  times  neceflary 
to  attend  very  carefully  to  the  Diarhcea.  For 
the  moftpartit  ceafes  with  the  Vomiting,  in  lefs 
than  twelve  Hours  from  the  fir  ft  Attack :  If  it 
continues  longer  than  this  Period,  it  is  neceflary 
to  check  it,  otherwife  it  occafions  great  Faint- 
nefs,  finks  the  Strength,  and  in  the  End  pro¬ 
duces  very  dangerous  Confequences.  The 
aromatic  Cordials  above-mentioned,  if  they 
are  given  plentifuly,  commonly  take  off 
this  Symptom,  as  well  as  the  Vomiting;  but 
if  they  prove  ineffectual,  Recourfe  muft  be 
had  to  Aftringents  and  Anodynes,  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  Exigence  of  the  Cafe ;  fuch 
as  the  Confeffiio  Fracajlorii ,  or  Eleff.  e  Sc  or- 
dio ,  diflolved  in  fmall  Cinnamon- water,  and 
given  pojl  fmgulas  fedes . 

It  is  common  for  the  Rednefs,  fo  often 
mentioned,  to  appear  upon  the  Skin,  as  thefe 

Difcharges 


(k)  Vegetable  Acids,  fuch  as  the  Juice  of  Lemons, 
Oranges,  Wood-Sorrel,  Verjuice,  Vinegar  infmallDofes, 
and  the  like,  as  they  are  undoubtedly  Antiputrefcents, 
may  feem  to  be  indicated  ;  but  their  Pronenefs  to  increafe 
the  Difcharge  by  Stool,  or  profufe  Sweats,  ought  to 
render  us  very  circumfpedt  in  ufing  them. 
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Difcharges  abate:  It  has  happened  that  this 
Colour  has  gone  off  fometimes,  and  the  Pa¬ 
tient  has  been  brought  into  imminent  Dan¬ 
ger,  upon  giving  a  mild  Cathaitick:  Which 
CircumStances,  as  they  point  out  a  clofe 
Connexion  between  them,  indicate  the  Ufe 
of  a  warm  Regimen,  notwithstanding  the 
Heat  and  other  Symptoms  might  feem  to 
forbid  it. 

A  Girl  about  9  Years  old,  of  a  fiendep 
Make,  but  healthy  and  active,  was  feized 
with  this  Diforder.  The  Sicknefs  and  Yo- 
miting  went  off,  and  the  Rednefs  of  the 
Skin  appeared  foon  after :  The  Apothecary 
who  attended  her,  judging  it  an  inflamma¬ 
tory  Cafe,  as  fine  complained  of  her  Throat, 
bled  her,  gave  her  a  cooling  Purge  the  next 
Day,  and  afterwards  fome  nitrous  Draugh  s. 
A  plentiful  Efflorefcence  which  covered  the 
Face,  Neck,  and  Arms,  fuddenly  difappeared; 
a  Diarrhoea  came  on,  fhe  grew  re  file  fs,  faint, 
and  infenlible.  In  this  Condition  I  firfl  faw 
her  on  the  third  Day  of  the  Difeafe ;  fhe  fre¬ 
quently  Sighed,  her  Pulfe  was  quick,  Small, 
and  hard,  without  anv  remarkable  Colour 
upon  her  Skin  ;  and  the  Swelling  on  each 
Side  the  Neck  large  :  It  was  not  poflible  to 
examine  the  Fauces ,  as  fine  lay  in  a  comatous 
motionlefs  Condition,  her  Stools  and  Urine 
coming  away  infenflbly.  A  warm  cordial 
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Mixture  [a)  was  frequently  given  her,  upon 
which  the  Diarrhcea  foon  abated  ;  and  the 
next  Day  the  Erfiorefeence  again  appeared 
upon  her  Face  and  Arms.  From  this  time 
flie  continued  to  recover,  thcf  ilowly,  and 
was  for  fome  time  attended  with  a  Cough 
and  he&ic  Heat. 

Another  Symptom,  which  requires  our 
Attention  in  the  Cure  of  this  Difeafe,  is  an 
excefiive  Faintnefs :  Of  this  they  generally 
complain  foon  after  they  are  taken  ill,  and 
continue  to  do  fo,  if  fenfible,  till  the  Dif- 
temper  begins  to  abate  :  The  Urgency  of 
this  Symptom  fee  ms  to  indicate  the  Degree 
of  Danger  :  It  is  more  or  lefs  violent,  as  the 
Difeafe  is  mild  or  malignant ;  and  an  Abate¬ 
ment  of  it  may  be  looked  upon  as  a  pretty 
fure  Prefage  of  Recovery. 

Warm  aromatic  and  gently  {Emulating 
Medicines,  fuch  as  have  been  already  men¬ 
tioned,  as  the  moft  effedual  to  fupprefs  the 
Vomiting,  and  check  the  Loofenefs  attending 
this  Difeafe,  have  likewife  been  found  ufeful  - 
in  removing  this  Symptom  :  And  though 
the  Degree  of  Heat,  and  Quicknefs  of  the 
Pulfe,  would  be  enough  to  diffuade  a  Perfon 
who  has  not  ieen  the  Difeafe,  from  giving 
them  in  fo  liberal  a  manner  as  Neceffity  re¬ 
quires  ;

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quires ;  yet  we  are  not  to  be  governed  fo 
much  by  the fe  Symptoms,  as  by  the  Faintnefs, 
Depreffion  of  the  Pulfe,  and  Increafe  of  Pu- 
trefcency  in  the  Fauces.  One  Drachm  of  the 
Confeffiio  Raleighana  has  been*  given  to  a 
Youth  not  quite  15  Years  of  Age,  every  four 
Hours,  which  was  foon  followed  by  afenfible 
Amendment,  and  the  Decreafe  of  the  Pa¬ 
tient’s  Reftleffnefs,  Faintnefs,  and  Heat. 

Some  of  the  Italian  Phyficians  forbad  the 
Ufe  of  Wine  in  the  Cure  of  this  Difeafe,  and 
the  Warmth  of  that  Climate  might  perhaps 
make  this  Caution  neceffary  3  but  as  it  is  a 
generous  Cordial,  and  at  the  fame  time  anti- 
feptic,  it  feems  to  be  in  no  refpeft  improper 
here;  and,  befides  in  Whey,  I  have  allowed 
it  to  be  given,  in  fmall  Quantities,  mixed 
with  Mint,  Baum,  or  Sage-Tea,  Bari ey- Wa¬ 
ter,  Gruel,  Panada,  Sago,  and  the  like ;  and 
alone,  where  the  Faintnefs  has  been  excef- 
five;  the  Age,  the  former  Way  of  Life,  and 
k  the  Symptoms,  affording  the  neceffary  Rules 
as  to  Quantity  and  Kind.  Chicken- Water, 
or  thin  Broth,  may  alfo  be  allowed,  which  is 
frequently  very  acceptable  to  the  Patient, 
And  I  don’t  remember  to  have  obferved  io 
general  and  early  an  Inclination  after  lolid 
F00J,  in  any  acute  Difeafe,  as  in  this:  For 
at  a  time  when,  one  would  imagine,  both 
from  the  Condition  of  the  Fauces ,  and  the 
Degree  of  Heat,  that  Liquids  would  be  the 
mod  acceptable,  it  is  not  uncommon  to  find 

H  2  Children, 
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Children,  who  have  this  Difeafe,  extremely 
deiirous  of  Chicken,  and  chearfully  comply¬ 
ing  with  Directions,  in  hopes  of  being  grati¬ 
fied  in  this  relpeCt. 

Blitters  are  likewife  of  Ufe  to  relieve  the 
Faintnefs.  At  ftrfl  I  was  in  Doubt,  left  the 
Flies,  by  their  Acrimony,  fhould  increafe  the 
putrefeent  Difpolition,  and  confequently  ag¬ 
gravate  the  Diforder  they  were  intended  to 
remove  :  But  no  fuch  EfFeCt  having  appeared 
from  their  Ufe,  I  have  ordered  them  to  be  ap¬ 
plied,  and  I  think  with  Advantage,  both  to 
the  ufual  Parts,  and  to  the  Neck  on  each  Side 
from  below  the  Ear  almoft  to  the  Clavicle,  as 
Occafion  required  (a). 

The  Ulcers  in  theThroat  demand  our  early 
and  conftant  Attention,  as  a  confiderable  Lofs 
of  Subfiance  cannot  here  be  fuffered  without 
immediate  Danger  to  Life  itfelf,  or  the  molt 
injurious  Confequences  to  the  future  Action 
of  the  Parts,  if  the  Patient  furvives. 

Where  the  Difeafe  is  of  the  mildeft  kind, 
a  fuperficial  Ulceration  only  is  obfervable  \ 
which  may  ealily  efcape  the  Notice  of  a  Per- 
fon  unacquainted  with  it.  A  thin,  pale, 
white  Slough  feems  to  accompany  the  next 
Degree:  A  thick,  opake,  or  afh-coloured  one 
is  a  farther  Advance  :  And  if  the  Parts  have 

a 

(<7)  it  has  been  oblerved  by  feveral,  that  the  Difcharge 
from  Bli tiers  in  this  Difeafe,  is  in  general  both  more  co¬ 
pious  at  firtt,  and  continues  longer  than  is  ufual  in  other 
Cafes. 
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a  livid  or  black  Afpeft,  the  Cafe  is  ftill  worfe. 
Thefe  Sloughs  are  not  formed  of  any  fo¬ 
reign  Matter  fpread  upon  the  Parts  affe&ed 
as  a  Crufl  or  Coat,  but  are  real  Mortifica¬ 
tions  of  the  Subftance  ;  fince,  whenever  they 
come  off,  or  are  feparated  from  the  Parts 
they  cover,  they  leave  an  Ulcer  of  a  greater 
or  lefs  Depth,  as  the  Sloughs  were  fuper- 
ficial  or  penetrating. 

When  the  Tendency  to  Putrefa&ion  is 
flopped,  thefe  Sloughs  in  mo  ft  Cafes  come  off 
fpontaneoufly ;  or  their  Separation  may  be 
promoted  by  fuitable  Remedies  and  Applica¬ 
tions  :  Bat  it  feems  by  no  means  advifeable 
to  attempt  it  by  Force,  or  to  fcrape  them 
off  with  the  Fingers  or  Inftruments,  as  Seve¬ 
rinus  propofes ;  fmce  the  Experiment  has 
been  tried,  but  with  fuch  unhappy  Conle- 
quences  (a),  as  are  fufficient  to  di  (courage  one 
from  perfifling  in  this  Method  (£). 

In

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In  a  Cafe  where  I  was  concerned,  previous 
to  my  being  called  in,  a  Surgeon  had  endea¬ 
voured  to  feparate  the  Sloughs  by  the  A flift- 
ance  of  his  Probe:  He  fucceeded  in  his  At¬ 
tempt  without  much  Difficulty  ;  but  was  fur- 
priled  to  fee  the  fame  Parts  covered  the  next 
Day  with  thick,  dark,  afh-coloured  Sloughs, 
penetrating  deep  into  the  Subftance. 

It  is  true,  the  Sloughs  have  been  fome- 
times  fcarified,  from  an  Apprehenfion,  that 
Matter  was  lodged  underneath  them,  with¬ 
out  any  manifest  Inconvenience;  but  as  there 
are  Inflances  of  fatal  Mortifications  having 
enfued,  it  feems  moil  prudent  to  decline  the 
Pra&ice. 

From  under  thefe  Sloughs,  and  from  every 
Part  of  the  Ulcers  which  they  cover,  a  thin 
corrofive  Ichor  is  difcharged,  fo  acrid  as  to  ex¬ 
coriate  the  external  Parts  upon  which  it  is  fuf- 
fered  to  remain.  This  is  fometimes  obfervable 
in  Adults,  when  the  Parts  above  the  Fauces 
are  affedled  5  the  Ichor  in  thefe  Cafes  flows

tem  oppetiit ;  id  quod  etiam  in  aliis  quamplurimis  pueris 
faepius  obfervavi,  et  praefertim  in  ejufdem  Petri  filiolo 
nepoti  ex  filia,  quinque  annorum,  mihi  cariffima,  quipoft 
paucos  dies  eodem  modo,  quo  pater,  vitam  cum  morte 
mutavit.

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thro’  the  Noftrils,  and  frequently  raifes 
Pimples  and  fmall  Blifters  on  the  Skin  of 
the  upper  Lip ;  but  it  is  moft  obvious  in 
Children,  who  often  have  this  Part,  the 
Corners  of  the  Mouth,  and  the  Cheek  on 
which  they  moft  commonly  lie,  bliftered  or 
excoriated. 

It  is  probable,  as  hath  been  already  hinted 
(p.  39),  that  Part  of  the  fame  virulent  Matter, 
palling  down  the  Oefophagus  into  the  Stomach 
and  Inteftines,  ads  upon  them  as  it  does  upon 
the  Skin,  when  applied  to  it  externally  •  it 
frets  and  corrodes  the  Parts  it  touches,  and 
produces  that  Sicknefs,  Vomiting,  Purging, 
and  Faintnefs,  which  fometimes  accompany 
this  Difeafe  in  different  Parts  of  its  Progrefs. 

In  Children,  and  very  young  Subjeds,  the 
Symptoms  arifing  from  this  Caufe  are  yet 
more  dangerous :  1  he  natural  Softnefs  and 
Laxity  of  the  Parts  liable  to  be  affeded,  dif- 
pofes  them  to  fuffer  by  it  much  more  than 
Adults :  At  the  fame  time  they  are  commonly 
alike  incapable  of  promoting  the  Difcharge  of 
this  Matter  themfelves,  and  of  admitting  Af- 
fiftance  from  others,  being  generally,  if  the 
Diftemper  is  not  very  mild,  either  comatous 
and  ftupid,  or  delirious  and  untradable.  If 
Gargles  are  injeded,  they  either  prevent  them 
from  reaching  the  Seat  of  the  Diforder,  by 
their  Tongues,  or  they  fwallow  them,"  and 
the  putrid  Taint  of  the  Ulcers,  together ;  the 
M-hchief  fpreads  beyond  the  Power  of  Art  to 

5  reftrain 
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retrain  it ;  violent  Purgings  enfue,  or  fatal 
Haemorrhages  from  thepenetratingGangrene. 
And  to  this,  perhaps,  it  may  in  part  be  owing, 
that  Children  fuffer  fo  much  more  from  this 
kind  of  Sore  Throat,  than  Adults  ( a ). 

That  this  corrofive  Matter  produces  thefe 
Effects,  is  farther  confirmed,  by  obferving, 
that  thofe  whole  Throats  are  feverely  affected, 
if  they  have  a  plentiful  Difcharge  from  the 
Fauces ,  are  feldom  attended  with  Sicknefs, 
Vomiting,  or  exceffive  Faintnefs ;  tho’  after 
longer  Sleeps  than  ordinary,  or  a  Negledt  of 
encouraging  this  Evacuation,  they  have  com¬ 
plained  of  Sicknefs,  and  have  had  Reachings 
come  on:  And  in  fuch  Cafes,  where  there  has 
been  little  or  no  Difcharge  of  this  kind,  the 
Symptomsare commonly  the  moft  dangerous. 

From  hence  it  is  obvious,  that  great  Ad¬ 
vantages  may  be  expected  from  the  conftant 
Ufe  of  gently  ftimulaing  aromatic  Gargles; 
as  they  promote  the  Difcharge  of  the  pitui- 
tous  Matter  flowing  to  the  Fauces ,  and, 
doubtlefs,  with  it,  of  forne  Part  of  the  corro- 
iive  Fluid  above-mentioned  :  To  which  il  we 
add  Antifeptics  and  Detergents,  in  order  to 

check 


(j)  Heredia  takes  notice  of  the  fame  thing,  and  gives 
It  as  a  principal  Reafon  why  fo  many  Infants  and  Chil¬ 
dren  fufFered  by  this  Dileafe.  1 

Infantium  et  puerorum  multitude  maxima  periit,  quia 
nec  exfpuere,  nec  excreare  lentas  et  crultaceas  materias 
pofTunt,  et  minus  auxiliis  obediunt. — p,  100. 
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check  the  Progrefs  of  the  Mortification,  and 
cleanfe  the  fordid  Ulcers  it  produces,  every 
Indication  it  provided  for. 

Where  the  Difeafe  is  mild,  the  Symptoms 
favourable,  the  Sloughs  fuperficial,  or  fcarce 
perceptible,  it  may  be  fufficient  to  order  a 
Gargle  of  Sage-Tea  with  a  few  Role-Leaves 
added  in  the  Infufion ;  three  or  four  Spoon¬ 
fuls  of  Vinegar  maybe  mixed  with  half  a  Pint 
of  the  Tea,  and  as  much  Honey  put  to  it,  as 
will  leave  it  agreeably  acid. 

But  where  the  Symptoms  are  urgent,  the 
Tendency  to  Putrefadlion  great,  the  Sloughs 
large  and  thick,  and  the  Breath  offenfive,  Re- 
courfe  mull  be  had  to  more  efficacious  Reme¬ 
dies:  A  Compofition  like  the  following,  va¬ 
ried  only  as  the  Patient's  Age  and  the  Cir- 
cumftances  of  the  Difeafe  required,  has  in 
general  been  attended  with  very  goodEffedts. 
The  Proportion  here  given  may  be  ufed  for 
Adults,  and  the  more  active  Parts  leffened  for 
younger  Subjedts.

As  the  Parts  about  the  Gullet  are  fre¬ 
quently  fo  much  affe&ed,  as  to  render  it

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painful  or  impracticable  for  the  Sick  them- 
felves  to  make  ufe  of  the  Gargle  fo  freely  as 
they  oughr,  it.  is  commonly  ordered,  that  a 
few  Spoonfuls  of  this  Liquor,  made  fomewhat 
warm,  fhouid  be  very  ohen  injected  into  the 
Fauces  with  a  irnall  Syringe  ;  and  efpecially 
before  the  Patient  1  wallows  any  thing,  in 
order  to  waft]  off'  as  much  as  poflible  the  pu¬ 
trid  Sordes  adhering  to  the  Ulcers,  and  pre¬ 
vent  it  from  palling  into  the  Stomach  and 
Bowels  (n).  In  young  Subje&s  this  Method  is 
the  more  necefiary,  as  they  don’t  always  know 
how  to  manage  a  Gargle  to  any  Purpofe,  did 
the  Sorenels  of  the  Parts  permit  them  to  do 
it  (o). 

As  fo  much  depends  upon  the  frequent 
Ufe  of  Gargles,  or  rather  of  Injections,  a  lirict 
Attention  to  this  Affair  can  Icarcely  be  too 
flrongly  enjoined  to  thole  who  have  the  Care 
of  the  Sick  committed  to  them  ;  fince  an 
affiduous  Repetition  of  thefe  Lotions  not 
only  promotes  a  Difcharge  from  the  Glands 
of  the  Throat,  which  is  probably  of  great

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Ufe  (y>),  but  retards  the  Progrefs  of  the  Ul¬ 
cers,  by  waffling  off  the  pulrefa&ive  corroding 
Virus ,  and  prevents  a  large  Train  of  very  dan¬ 
gerous  Symptoms  (fee  p.  62) ;  and  has  there¬ 
fore  been  flrenuoufly  infifted  on  by  feveral 
Wri  ters,  by  Mercatus  efpecially  (y). 

If  the  Sloughs  are  large,  and  caff  off  flowly, 
they  may  be  touched  with  Mei  JEgyptiacum, 
by  means  of  an  armed  Probe  5  or  if  the  Con¬ 
dition  of  the  Fauces  is  fuel),  that  this  cannot 
conveniently  be  done,  a  Spoonful  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Mixture  may  be  inje&ed,  and  retained 
in  the  Throat,  as  long  as  the  Patient  can  en¬ 
dure  it;  the  Parts  may  then  be  waihed  two 
or  three  times  with  the  Gargle  alone.

By  the  conftant  and  regular  Ufe  of  thefe 
Applications,  if  the  Patient  is  kept  warm, 
and  the  Method  of  treating  him  in  other  Re-

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mentioned  above,  it  feldom  happens  but  that 
the  febrile  Symptoms  difappear,  the  Sloughs 
come  off,  and  the  Ulcers  are  difpofed  to  heal 
in  a  few  Days;  unlefs  it  be  where  Mifma- 
nagement  at  firft,  Malignity  of  the  Infection, 
or  an  unfavourable  Conftitution,  have  one  or 
all  contributed  to  increafe  the  Difeafe,  and  to 
render  its  Confequences  more  lading  and 
mifchievous. 

What  Effeds  improper  Treatment  pro¬ 
duces  in  this  Cafe  has  already  been  obferved. 
With  regard  to  the  Matter  of  Contagion,  or 
the  Nature  of  that  Caufe  which  lb  fuddenly 
brings  on  fuch  a  T rain  of  Symptoms  as  hath 
b sen  defcribed,  little  can  be  laid  with  any 
Degree  of  Certainty :  Thus  much,  however, 
feems  to  be  true  in  Fad:,  that  in  fome  Cafes 
this  Difeafe  appears  to  be  of  fo  mild  a  Na¬ 
ture,  and  fo  benign,  as  to  require  but  little 
Affiftance  horn  Art:  Perfons  even  recover 
from  it  under  the  Difadvantages  of  unlkilful 
and  injurious  Management ;  whilft  in  others, 
the  Progrefs  of  the  Symptoms  is  fo  rapid,  and 
the  Tendency  to  Corruption  fo  ftrong,  that 
nothing  feems  able  to  oppoie  it.  Juft  as  it  hap¬ 
pens  in  the  Small-Pox ;  the  benign  and  di- 
itind  Sort  bears  ill  Treatment  without  Injury; 
in  the  malignant  flux  Kind,  the  utmoft  Art 
and  Experience  are  too  often  infufficient  to 
conduct  the  Diftemper  to  a  happy  Iffiie. 
Whether  this  Diverfity  in  the  Sore  Throat 

we 
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wc  are  fpeaking  of,  is  owing  to  a  Difference 
of  Conftitutions,  or  of  Seafons,  to  the  dif¬ 
ferent  Quality  or  Quantity  of  the  Contagion, 
or  the  Manner  of  receiving  it  -y  or  whether 
there  are  in  Reality  diftind  Species  of  it  j 
may  perhaps  hereafter  be  more  certainly  de¬ 
termined. 

With  refped  to  Conftitution,  it  may  be 
further  obfeuved,  that,  in  foft,  lax,  leuco- 
phlegmatic  Habits,  and  languid  inactive  Dif- 
pofitions,  every  thing  elfe  being  equal,  the 
Difeafe  feems  to  proceed  more  (lowly,  to  go 
off  more  irregularly,  and  to  leave  behind  it 
more  lading  Effeds.  In  fome  Perfons  of  the 
Temperament  defcribed,  tho’  the  Fever  has 
grown  lefs,  and  all  the  Symptoms  abated  in 
four  or  five- Days,  yet  the  Sloughs  in  the 
Throat  have  continued  almoft  a  Week  after  j 
whilft  in  the  oppofite  Conftitution,  tho’  the 
Difeafe  has  been  much  more  acute,  yet  the 
Symptoms  have  no  (boner  abated,  than  the 
Sloughs  have  caft  off,  and  the  Ulcers  healed 
of  their  own  Accord. 

A  copious  Haemorrhage  from  the  Note, 
Mouth,  or  Ears,  the  laft  efpecially,  coming 
on  after  the  Difeafe  has  continued  three  or 
four  Days,  or  longer,  is  a  dangerous  Phe¬ 
nomenon  :  For  at  this  time  of  the  Diftemper, 
it  mo  ft  probably  proceeds  from  the  Branch  of 
an  Artery  deftroyed  by  the  Mortification,  and 
laid  open  by  the  Separation  of  the  Slough, 
as  hath  been  already  obferved.  If  the  Ve fi¬ 
fe  1 
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lei  is  therefore  large,  the  Bleeding  may  prove 

fatal  to  the  Patient  in  a  very  fhort  time;  or 

if  he  efcapes  for  the  prefen  t,  the  Lofs  of  a 

confiderable  Quantity  of  Blood  at  this  time 

of  the  Difeafe,  will  occafion  various  ill  Con- 

*  ♦ 

fequences. 

It  is  therefore  abfolutely  neceflary  to  en¬ 
deavour  to  flop  this  Difcharge  with  all  the 
Expedition  pofiibie.  If  the  Patient  is  colli  ve, 
it  will  be  of  Ufe  to  procure  Relief  in  this 
refpedt,  by  Clyflers  or  Suppositories,  as  foon 
as  can  be  done :  To  apply  Vinegar,  by  means 
of  Tents,  or  otherwife,  as  near  to  the  Orifice 
of  the  Veffel  as  we  can  :  To  convey  the  Steam 
of  it  into  the  Fauces  and  Noftrils  plentifully, , 
and  to  keep  the  Patient  in  a  fitting  Poll  lire, 
or  his  Head  raifed  as  high  as  may  be,  and 
his  upper  Parts  moderately  cool :  If  thefe 
Methods  don’t  immediately  take  Effebt,  Re- 
courfe  muft  be  had  to  more  efficacious  ones, 
amonft  which  we  may  rank  the  Bark  and 
Opium . 

It  is  not  uncommon  for  hedtic  Pleats, 
Night-Sweats,  Want  of  Appetite,  and  Dejec¬ 
tion  of  Spirits  to  attend  thofe  a  confiderable 
time,  who  have  had  the  Difeaie  in  a  fevere

manner.  Affes  Milk  commonly  relieves  them, 
together  with  a  Decodlion  of  the  Barky  and 
Elixir  Vitrioli . 

Having  thus  related  the  mofl  material 

Cir- 
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Circumftances  that  have  occurred  to  me  in  re- 
fpeCt  to  the  Symptoms,  Progrefs,  and  Event  of 
this  Diftemper,  the  Juvantia ,  Ladentia ,  and 
the  Accidents  chiefly  to  be  regarded  in  its  Cure, 
in  fuch  a  manner  as  I  hope  will  enable  thofe 
who  have  not  feen  or  known  it,  to  diftin- 
guiflh  it  from  a  common  Sore  Throat ,  and  to 
treat  it  with  fome  Degree  of  Propriety  and 
Succefs  when  it  occurs  ;  I  fhall  conclude  with 
obferving 

I.  That  the  Sore  Throat  attended  with 
Ulcers  feems  to  be  accompanied  with  a 
RrongDifpofition  to  Putrefaction,  which 
affeCts  the  Habit  in  general,  but  the  Fau¬ 
ces,  and  the  Parts  contiguous,  in  particu¬ 
lar.  And  it  feems  not  unreafonable  to 
fu  ppofe. 

2*  That  the  Caufe  of  this  Tendency  is  a 
putrid  Virus ,  or  Miafma  fui  generis ,  in¬ 
troduced  into  the  Habit  by  Contagion  ; 
principally  by  means  of  the  Breath  of 
the  Perfon  affeCted. 

3.  That  this  Virus ,  or  contagious  Matter, 
produces  EffeCts  more  or  lefs  pernicious, 
according  to  the  Quantity  and  Nature 
of  the  Infection,  and  as  the  Subject  is 
difpofed  to  receive  or  fuffer  by  it. 

4.  That  putrefadive  and  malignant  Dif~ 
eafes,  in  common,  admit  of  the  moil  fen- 
iible  and  fecure  Relief,  from  Difcharges 
of  the  peccant  Matter,  either  upon  the 

5  .  Skin 
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Skin  in  general,  or  on  particular  Parts 
of  the  Body. 

5.  That  the  F^ednefs,  and  cutaneous  Efflo¬ 
rescence,  in  the  prefent  Cafe,  may  be 
considered  as  an  Eruption  of  the  like 
Nature  ;  and  therefore  to  be  promoted 
by  fuch  Methods  as  have  proved  fuc- 
cefsful  in  Similar  Difeafes. 

6,  That  a  cordial,  alexipharmac,  warm 
Regimen  has  been  found  by  Experience 
to  be  of  the  moft  Ufe  in  fuch  Cafes ; 
and  that  Bleeding,  Purging,  Antiphlo- 
giftics,  liberally  employed,  either  retard, 
or  wholly  prevent  thefe  Difcharges. 

Therefore,  as  to  expel  the  morbific  Mat¬ 
ter  (3)  feems  to  be  the  Defign  of  Nature,  to 
promote  this  Defign  by  theMeafures  that  are 
approved  by  Experience  in  analogous  Difor- 
ders,  is  the  Duty  of  the  Phyfician.
